CHAP.  8. 


An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money 
for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  year  ending 
the  31st  March,  1955. 

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1955.] 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

TI7HEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency,  Preamble. 
Vt  the  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massey,  etc.,  etc.. 
Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  the  estimates  accompany- 
ing the  said  messages,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned 
are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service 
of  Canada,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial 
year  ending  the  31st  day  of  March,  1955,  and  for  other 
purposes  connected  with  the  public  service  :  May  it  therefore 
please  Your  Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  Queen^s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  that: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Appropriation  Act,  short  tîtfe 
No.  2,  1955, 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  Î95Î-55. 
whole  fifty-three  million,  nine  hundred  and  thirty-four 
thousand,  five  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  towards 
defraying  the  several  charges  and  expenses  of  the  public 
service,  from  the  1st  day  of  April,  1954,  to  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1955,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  being  the 
amount  of  each  of  the  items  voted,  set  forth  in  the  Schedule 

to  this  Act  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  31st  day  of  March, 
1955,  as  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons  at  the  present 
session  of  Parliament. 

3.  Sums  expended  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  Account  t©^ 
be  accounted  for  in  the  Public  Accounts  in  conformity  with  R^sf^c.^na!^ 
section  64  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act.

[Assented  to  31st  March,  1955.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.,  cc.  26, 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1.  Section  4  of  the  Canada  Grain  Act,  chapter  25  of  the  R.s.,  c  308. 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952,  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 

"4.  The  chief  commissioner  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  Salaries, 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and  each  of  the  commissioners 
an  annual  salary  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars." 

2.  Subsections  (1)  and  (2)  of  section  5  of  the  said  Act  r.s.,  c.  308. 
are  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

"5.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  four  Assistant 
assistant  grain  commissioners  to  hold  office  during  pleasure  ^y^^^*^ 
each  of  whom  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  Governor  in  Council.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Canada-Ireland  Income  short  title. 
Tax  Agreement  Act,  1955. 

2.  The  Agreement  entered  into  between  Canada  and  Aj^reement 
Ireland,  set  out  in  the  Schedule,  is  approved  and  declared  approved, 
to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada. 

3.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Inconsistent 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  the  Agreement,  and  the  operation 

of  any  other  law,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  Agree- 
ment prevail  to  the  extent  of  the  inconsistency. 

4.  The  Minister  of  National  Revenue  may  make  such  orders  and

taxation  and  the  prevention  of  fiscal  evasion  with  respect  to  taxes  on 

income, 

Have  appointed  for  that  purpose  as  their  Plenipotentiaries: 
The  Government  of  Canada: 

Walter  E.  Harris,  Minister  of  Finance  in  the  Government  of  Canada, 
The  Government  of  Ireland: 

Sean  Murphy,  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary 

of  Ireland  at  Ottawa; 

Who,  having  communicated  their  respective  full  powers,  found  in 
good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  as  follows  : — 

Article  L 

1.  The  taxes  which  are  subject  to  this  Agreement  are  : 
(a)  In  Canada  : 

Income  taxes,  including  surtaxes,  which  are  imposed  by 
the  Government  of  Canada  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
''Canadian  tax'O- 
(h  )  In  Ireland  : 

The  income  tax  (including  surtax)  and  the  corporation 
profits  tax  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Irish  tax''). 

2.  This  Agreement  shall  also  apply  to  any  other  taxes  of  a  sub- 
stantially similar  character,  other  than  excess  profits  taxes,  imposed 
by  either  Contracting  Government  subsequent  to  the  signing  of  this 
Agreement. 
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Article  II. 

1.  In  this  Agreement,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  The  terms  '^one  of  the  territories''  and  ''the  other  territory" 
mean  Ireland  or  Canada,  as  the  context  requires. 

(b)  The  term  ''tax"  means  Irish  tax  or  Canadian  tax,  as  the  con- 
text requires. 

(c)  The  term  "Person"  includes  any  body  of  persons,  corporate 
or  not  corporate. 

(d)  The  term  "company"  includes  any  body  corporate. 

(e)  The  terms  "resident  of  Ireland"  and  "resident  of  Canada" 
mean  respectively  any  person  who  is  resident  in  Ireland 
for  the  purposes  of  Irish  tax  and  not  resident  in  Canada  for 
the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  and  any  person  who  is  resident 
in  Canada  for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  and  not  resident 
in  Ireland  for  the  purposes  of  Irish  tax;  a  company  shall  be 
regarded  as  resident  in  Ireland  if  its  business  is  managed  and 
controlled  in  Ireland  and  as  resident  in  Canada  if  its  business 
is  managed  and  controlled  in  Canada.  Provided  that  nothing 
in  this  paragraph  shall  affect  any  provisions  of  the  law  of 
Ireland  regarding  the  imposition  of  corporation  profits  tax 
in  the  case  of  a  company  incorporated  in  Ireland. 

(7 )  The  terms  "resident  of  one  of  the  territories"  and  "resident 
of  the  other  territory"  mean  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of 
Ireland  or  a  person  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada,  as  the  context 
requires. 

(g)  The  terms  "Irish  enterprise"  and  "Canadian  enterprise" 
mean  respectively  an  industrial  or  commercial  enterprise  or 
undertaking  carried  on  by  a  resident  of  Ireland  and  an 
industrial  or  commercial  enterprise  or  undertaking  carried 
on  by  a  resident  of  Canada;  and  the  terms  "enterprise  of 
one  of  the  territories"  and  "enterprise  of  the  other  territory" 
mean  an  Irish  enterprise  or  a  Canadian  enterprise,  as  the 
context  requires. 

(h  )  The  term  "permanent  establishment"  when  used  with  respect 
to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories,  means  a  branch  or 
other  fixed  place  of  business,  but  does  not  include  an  agency 
unless  the  agent  has,  and  habitually  exercises,  a  general 
authority  to  negotiate  and  conclude  contracts  on  behalf  of 
the  enterprise  or  has  a  stock  of  merchandise  from  which  he 
regularly  fills  orders  on  its  behalf.    In  this  connection — 

(i)  An  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  have  a  permanent  establishment  in  the 
other  territory  merely  because  it  carries  on  business 
dealings  in  that  other  territory  through  a  bona  fide 
broker  or  general  commission  agent  acting  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  his  business  as  such  ; 

(ii)  The  fact  that  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories 
maintains  in  the  other  territory  a  fixed  place  of 
business  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  goods  or 
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merchandise  shall  not  of  itself  constitute  that  fixed 
place  of  business  a  permanent  establishment  of  the 
enterprise  ; 

(iii)  The  fact  that  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one 
of  the  territories  has  a  subsidiary  company  which  is 
a  resident  of  the  other  territory  or  which  carries 
on  a  trade  or  business  in  that  other  territory 
(whether  through  a  permanent  establishment  or 
otherwise)  shall  not  of  itself  constitute  that  sub- 
sidiary company  a  permanent  establishment  of  its 
parent  company. 

2.  The  term  ' 'industrial  or  commercial  profits",  as  used  in  the 
present  Agreement,  does  not  include  income  in  the  form  of  dividends, 
interest,  rents  or  royalties,  management  charges,  or  remuneration  for 
labour  or  personal  services. 

3.  In  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement 
by  one  of  the  Contracting  Governments  any  term  not  otherwise 
defined  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  meaning 
which  it  has  under  the  laws  of  that  Contracting  Government  relating 
to  the  taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement. 

Article  III. 

1.  The  industrial  or  commercial  profits  of  an  Irish  enterprise 
shall  not  be  subject  to  Canadian  tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged 
in  trade  or  business  in  Canada  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein.  If  it  is  so  engaged,  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those 
profits  by  Canada,  but  only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable  to 
that  permanent  establishment. 

2.  The  industrial  or  commercial  profits  of  a  Canadian  enterprise 
shall  not  be  subject  to  Irish  tax  unless  the  enterprise  is  engaged  in 
trade  or  business  in  Ireland  through  a  permanent  establishment 
situated  therein.  If  it  is  so  engaged,  tax  may  be  imposed  on  those 
profits  by  Ireland,  but  only  on  so  much  of  them  as  is  attributable  to 
that  permanent  establishment. 

3.  Where  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  is  engaged  in 
trade  or  business  in  the  other  territory  through  a  permanent  establish- 
ment situated  therein,  there  shall  be  attributed  to  such  permanent 
establishment  the  industrial  or  commercial  profits  which  it  might  be 
expected  to  derive  in  that  other  territory  if  it  were  an  independent 
enterprise  engaged  in  the  same  or  similar  activities  under  the  same  or 
similar  conditions  and  dealing  at  arm's  length  with  the  enterprise 
of  which  it  is  a  permanent  establishment. 

4.  No  portion  of  any  profits  arising  to  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories  shall  be  attributed  to  a  permanent  establishment  situated 
in  the  other  territory  by  reason  of  the  mere  purchase  of  goods  or 
merchandise  within  that  other  territory  by  the  enterprise. 
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5.  '\^Tiere  a  company  which  is  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories 
derives  profits  or  income  from  sources  within  the  other  territory,  the 
Government  of  that  other  territory  shall  not  impose  any  form  of 
taxation  on  dividends  paid  by  the  company  to  persons  not  resident  in 
that  other  territory,  or  any  tax  in  the  nature  of  an  undistributed  profits 
tax  on  undistributed  profits  of  the  company,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
those  dividends  or  undistributed  profits  represent,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
profits  or  income  so  derived. 

Article  IV. 

Where 

fa  J  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the  territories  participates  directly 
or  indirectly  in  the  management,  control  or  capital  of  an 
enterprise  of  the  other  territory,  or 

(h)  the  same  persons  participate  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
management,  control  or  capital  of  an  enterprise  of  one  of  the 
territories  and  an  enterprise  of  the  other  territory,  and 

in  either  case  conditions  are  made  or  imposed  between 
the  two  enterprises,  in  their  commercial  or  financial  relations, 
which  differ  from  those  which  would  be  made  between 
independent  enterprises, 

then  any  profits  which  but  for  those  conditions  would 
have  accrued  to  one  of  the  enterprises  but  by  reason  of  those 
conditions  have  not  so  accrued  may  be  included  in  the  profits 
of  that  enterprise  and  taxed  accordingly. 

Article  V. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Articles  III  and  IV,  profits 
which  a  resident  of  one  of  the  territories  derives  from  operating  ships 
or  aircraft  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  the  other  territory. 

Article  VI. 

1.  The  rate  of  Canadian  tax  on  income  (other  than  income  from 
carrying  on  business  in  Canada  or  from  performing  duties  in  Canada) 
derived  from  sources  within  Canada  by  a  resident  of  Ireland  shall 
not  exceed  15%. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  paragraph, 
the  Canadian  tax  on  dividends  paid  to  a  company  which  is  a  resident 
of  Ireland  by  a  company  resident  in  Canada,  more  than  50  per  cent 
of  whose  shares  which  have  under  all  circumstances  full  voting  rights 
are  owned  by  the  former  company,  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 

3.  Income  (other  than  income  from  carrying  on  business  in 
Ireland  or  from  performing  duties  in  Ireland)  derived  from  sources 
within  Ireland  by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  shall  be 
exempt  from  Irish  surtax. 
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Article  VII. 

Copyright  royalties  and  other  like  payments  made  in  respect 
of  the  production  or  reproduction  of  any  literary,  dramatic,  musical 
or  artistic  work  (but  not  including  rents  or  royalties  in  respect  of  motion 
picture  films)  and  derived  from  sources  within  one  of  the  territories 
by  a  resident  of  the  other  territory  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that 
first-mentioned  territory. 

Article  VIII. 

1.  Remuneration  (other  than  pensions)  paid  by  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Governments  to  any  individual  for  services  rendered  to  that 
Government  in  the  discharge  of  governmental  functions  shall  be 
exempt  from  tax  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Government 
if  the  individual  is  not  ordinarily  resident  in  that  territory  or  is  ordin- 
arily resident  in  that  territory  solely  for  the  purpose  of  rendering 
those  services. 

2.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  payments  in 
respect  of  services  rendered  in  connection  with  any  trade  or  business 
carried  on  by  either  of  the  Contracting  Governments  for  purposes 
of  profit. 

Article  IX. 

1.  A  resident  of  Ireland  shall  be  exempt  from  Canadian  tax  upon 
compensation  for  personal  (including  professional)  services  performed 
during  the  taxation  year  within  Canada  if  he  is  present  therein  for  a 
period  or  periods  not  exceeding  a  total  of  183  days  during  the  taxation 
year  and  either  of  the  following  conditions  is  met  : 

(a)  His  compensation  is  received  for  such  personal  services 
performed  as  an  officer  or  employee  of  a  resident  of  Ireland, 
or 

(b  )  His  compensation  received  for  such  personal  services  does  not 
exceed  $5,000. 

2.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  1  of  this  Article  shall  apply, 
mutatis  mutandis,  to  a  resident  of  Canada  with  respect  to  compensation 
for  such  personal  services  performed  in  Ireland. 

Article  X. 

1.  Any  pension  or  annuity  derived  from  sources  within  Canada 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Ireland  shall  be  exempt  from 
Canadian  tax. 

2.  Any  pension  or  annuity  derived  from  sources  within  Ireland 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  resident  of  Canada  shall  be  exempt  from 
Irish  tax. 
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3.  The  term  "annuity'^  means  a  stated  sum  payable  periodically 
at  stated  times,  during  life  or  during  the  specified  or  ascertainable 
period  of  time,  under  an  obligation  to  make  the  pajrments  in  return  for 
adequate  and  full  consideration  in  money  or  money's  worth. 

Article  XI. 

A  professor  or  teacher  from  one  of  the  territories  who  received 
remuneration  for  teaching,  during  a  period  of  temporary  residence  not 
exceeding  two  years,  at  a  university,  college,  school  or  other  educational 
institution  in  the  other  territory,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  in  that 
other  territory  in  respect  of  that  remuneration. 

Article  XII. 

A  student  or  business  apprentice  from  one  of  the  territories  who 
is  receiving  full-time  education  or  training  in  the  other  territory  shall 
be  exempt  from  tax  in  that  other  territory  on  payments  made  to  him 
by  persons  in  the  first-mentioned  territory  for  the  purposes  of  his 
maintenance,  education  or  training. 

Article  XIII. 

1.  As  far  as  may  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  of  Canada  regarding  the  deduction  from  tax  payable  in  Canada 
of  tax  paid  in  a  territory  outside  Canada,  Irish  tax  payable  in  respect 
of  income  from  sources  within  Ireland  shall  be  deducted  from  any 
Canadian  tax  payable  in  respect  of  that  income.  For  this  purpose  the 
recipient  of  a  dividend  paid  by  a  corporation  which  is  a  resident  of 
Ireland  shall  be  deemed  to  have  paid  the  Irish  income  tax  appropriate 
to  such  dividend  if  such  recipient  elects  to  include  in  his  gross  income 
for  the  purposes  of  Canadian  tax  the  amount  of  such  Irish  income  tax. 
For  the  purposes  only  of  this  Article,  income  derived  from  sources  in 
the  United  Kingdom  by  an  individual  who  is  resident  in  Ireland  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  income  from  sources  in  Ireland  if  such  income  is  not 
subject  to  United  Kingdom  income  tax. 

2.  Subject  to  such  provisions  (which  shall  not  affect  the  general 
principle  hereof)  as  may  be  enacted  in  Ireland,  Canadian  tax  payable 
in  respect  of  income  from  sources  within  Canada  shall  be  allowed  as  a 
credit  against  any  Irish  tax  payable  in  respect  of  that  income.  Where 
such  income  is  an  ordinary  dividend  paid  by  a  Canadian  corporation, 
such  credit  shall  take  into  account  (in  addition  to  any  Canadian 
income  tax  deducted  from  or  imposed  on  such  dividend)  the  Canadian 
income  tax  imposed  on  such  corporation  in  respect  of  its  profits,  and 
where  it  is  a  dividend  paid  on  participating  preference  shares  and 
representing  both  a  dividend  at  the  fixed  rate  to  which  the  shares  are 
entitled  and  an  additional  participation  in  profits,  such  tax  on  profits 
shall  likewise  be  taken  into  account  in  so  far  as  the  dividend  exceeds 
such  fixed  rate. 
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3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  profits  or  remuneration  for 
personal  (including  professional)  services  performed  in  one  of  the 
territories  shall  be  deemed  to  be  income  from  sources  within  that 
territory,  and  the  services  of  an  individual  whose  services  are  wholly 
or  mainly  performed  in  ships  or  aircraft  operated  by  a  resident  of  one 
of  the  territories  shall  be  deemed  to  be  performed  in  that  territory. 

Article  XIV. 

1.  The  taxation  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Governments 
shall  upon  request  exchange  such  information  (being  information 
available  under  the  respective  taxation  laws  of  the  Contracting  Govern- 
ments) as  is  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  present 
Agreement  or  for  the  prevention  of  fraud  or  the  administration  of 
statutory  provisions  against  legal  avoidance  in  relation  to  the  taxes 
ivhich  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement.  Any  information 
30  exchanged  shall  be  treated  as  secret  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  to 
any  persons  other  than  those  concerned  with  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  the  taxes  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement. 
No  information  shall  be  exchanged  which  would  disclose  any  trade 
secret  or  trade  process. 

2.  The  taxation  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Grovernments  may 
consult  together  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  and,  in  particular,  the  pro- 
visions of  Articles  III  and  IV. 

3.  As  used  in  this  Article,  the  term  "taxation  authorities"  means, 
in  the  case  of  Canada,  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  or  his 
authorised  representative; 

in  the  case  of  Ireland,  the  Revenue  Commissioners  or  their  authorised 
representative. 

Article  XV. 

1.  The  present  Agreement  shall  be  ratified  and  the  instruments 
of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Dublin  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Upon  exchange  of  ratifications,  the  present  Agreement  shall 
have  effect — 

(a)  m  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning 
on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  the  calendar  year  in 
which  the  exchange  of  instruments  of  ratification  takes  place; 

(h  )  (i)  in  respect  of  Irish  income  tax,  for  the  year  of  assessment 
beginning  on  the  6th  day  of  April  in  the  calendar  year 
in  which  the  exchange  of  instruments  of  ratification 
takes  place  and  subsequent  years; 
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(ii)  in  respect  of  Irish  surtax,  for  the  year  of  assessment 
beginning  on  the  6th  day  of  April  immediately  preceding 
the  calendar  year  in  which  the  exchange  of  instrimients  of 
ratification  takes  place,  and  subsequent  years; 

and 

(iii)  in  respect  of  Irish  corporation  profits  tax,  for  any  charge- 
able accounting  period  beginning  on  or  after  the  1st  day 
of  April  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  exchange  of 
instruments  of  ratification  takes  place,  and  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  any  chargeable  accounting  period 
current  at  that  date. 

Article  XVI. 

This  Agreement  shall  continue  in  effect  indefinitely  but  either  of 
the  Contracting  Governments  may  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June 
in  any  calendar  year  following  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  exchange 
of  instruments  of  ratification  takes  place,  give  to  the  other  Contracting 
Government  notice  of  termination,  and  in  such  event  this  Agreement 
shall  cease  to  be  effective — 

(a)  m  respect  of  Canadian  tax,  for  the  taxation  years  beginning 
on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  the  calendar  year  next 
following  that  in  which  notice  is  given; 
(h  )    (i)  in  respect  of  Irish  income  tax,  for  any  year  of  assessment 
beginning  on  or  after  the  6th  day  of  April  in  the  calendar 
year  next  following  that  in  which  such  notice  is  given; 

(ii)  in  respect  of  Irish  surtax,  for  any  year  of  assessment 
beginning  on  or  after  the  6th  day  of  April  in  the  calendar 
year  in  which  such  notice  is  given;  and 

(iii)  in  respect  of  Irish  corporation  profits  tax,  for  any  charge- 
able accounting  period  beginning  on  or  after  the  1st  day 
of  April  in  the  calendar  year  next  following  that  in  which 
such  notice  is  given  and  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  any 
chargeable  accounting  period  current  at  that  date.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Canada-Ireland  Succession  short  title. 
Duty  Agreement  Act,  1955, 

2.  The  Agreement  entered  into  between  Canada  and  Agreement 
Ireland,  set  out  in  the  Schedule,  is  approved  and  declared  approved, 
to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada. 

3.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  provi-  inconsistent 
sions  of  this  Act,  or  the  Agreement,  and  the  operation  of 

any  other  law,  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  Agreement 
prevail  to  the  extent  of  the  inconsistency. 

4.  The  Minister  of  National  Revenue  may  make  such  Orders  and 
orders  and  regulations  as  are,  in  his  opinion,  necessary  for  ''^«"^^tions 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  Agreement  or  for  giving 

effect  to  any  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  Commence 
proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  continue  Jî^^tion^ 
in  force  until  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  following  the  termination  of  the  Agree- 
ment, and  no  longer.

The  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  Ireland, 

Desiring  to  conclude  an  Agreement  for  the  avoidance  of  double 
taxation  and  the  prevention  of  fiscal  evasion  with  respect  to  duties  on 
the  estates  of  deceased  persons, 

Have  appointed  for  that  purpose  as  their  Plenipotentiaries: 
The  Government  of  Canada: 

Walter  E.  Harris,  Minister  of  Finance  in  the  Government  of 
Canada, 
The  Government  of  Ireland: 

Sean  Murphy,  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary 
of  Ireland  at  Ottawa; 
Who,  having  communicated  their  respective  full  powers,  found  in 
good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  as  follows: — 

Article  I. 

1.  The  duties  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement  are: 

(a)  In  Ireland: 

The  estate  duty  imposed  by  Ireland, 

and 

(h)  In  Canada: 

The  succession  duty  imposed  by  Canada. 

2.  The  present  Agreement  shall  also  apply  to  any  other  duties  of 
a  substantially  similar  character  imposed  by  either  Contracting  Govern- 
ment subsequent  to  the  date  of  signature  of  this  Agreement. 
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Article  II. 

1.  In  this  Agreement,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires 

(a)  The  term  "territory''  when  used  in  relation  to  one  or  the 
other  Contracting  Government  means  Ireland  or  Canada,  as  the 
context  requires. 

(h)  The  term  "duty"  means  the  estate  duty  imposed  by 
Ireland  or  the  succession  duty  imposed  by  Canada,  as  the  context 
requires. 

2.  In  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  by  one  of 
the  Contracting  Governments,  any  term  not  otherwise  defined  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  meaning  which  it  has 
under  the  laws  of  that  Contracting  Government  relating  to  the  duties 
which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  Agreement. 

Article  III. 

Where  a  person  dies  domiciled  in  any  part  of  the  territory  of  one 
Contracting  Government,  the  situs  of  any  rights  or  interests,  legal  or 
equitable,  in  or  over  any  of  the  following  classes  of  property  which  for 
the  purposes  of  duty  form  or  are  deemed  to  form  part  of  the  estate  of 
such  person  or  pass  or  are  deemed  to  pass  on  his  death,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  imposition  of  duty  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  credit 
to  be  allowed  under  Article  V,  be  determined  exclusively  in  accordance 
with  the  following  rules,  but  in  cases  not  within  such  rules  the  situs  of 
such  rights  or  interests  shall  be  determined  for  these  purposes  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  in  force  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting 
Government  : 

(a)  Immovable  property  (otherwise  than  by  way  of  security) 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  such  property 
is  located; 

(h  )  Tangible  movable  property  (otherwise  than  by  way  of  security, 
and  other  than  such  property  for  which  specific  provision  is 
hereinafter  made),  bank  or  currency  notes,  other  forms  of 
currency  recognised  as  legal  tender  in  the  place  of  issue, 
negotiable  bills  of  exchange  and  negotiable  promissory  notes, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  such  property, 
notes,  currency  or  documents  are  located  at  the  time  of  death, 
or,  if  in  transitu,  at  the  place  of  destination; 

(c)  Simple  contract  debts,  excluding  the  forms  of  indebtedness  for 
which  specific  provision  is  made  herein,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
situated  at  the  place  where  the  debtor  was  resident  at  the 
time  of  death; 

(d)  Bonds,  mortgages,  debentures,  debenture  stock  and  debts 
secured  by  a  document  under  seal,  other  than  the  forms  of 
indebtedness  for  which  specific  provision  is  made  herein,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  the  document  by 
which  they  are  evidenced  is  located  at  the  time  of  death  or, 
if  inscribed  or  registered,  to  be  situated  at  the  place  of  inscrip- 
tion or  registration  ; 
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(e)  Bank  accounts  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  branch 
at  which  the  account  was  kept; 

(f  )  Securities  issued  by  any  government,  municipality  or  public 
authority,  shall  be  deemed,  if  in  bearer  form,  to  be  situated 
at  the  place  where  they  are  located  at  the  time  of  death  and, 
if  inscribed  or  registered,  to  be  situated  at  the  place  of  inscrip- 
tion or  registration; 

(g  )  Shares  or  capital  stock  in  a  company  (including  any  such 
shares  or  stock  held  by  a  nominee  whether  the  beneficial 
ownership  is  evidenced  by  scrip  certificates  or  otherwise,  but 
excluding  any  such  shares  or  stock  in  bearer  form)  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  such  company  was 
incorporated.  If,  however,  any  such  company  was  incorpor- 
ated under  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  or  under  the  laws  of 
Northern  Ireland,  and  if  the  shares  or  stock  of  such  company 
when  registered  on  a  branch  register  of  such  company  kept  in 
Ireland  are  deemed  under  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  or  of 
Northern  Ireland  and  of  Ireland  to  be  assets  situated  in 
Ireland,  such  shares  or  stock  shall  be  deemed  to  be  assets 
situated  in  Ireland. 

Shares  or  capital  stock  in  a  company  in  bearer  form  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  the  documents  of 
title  thereto  are  located  at  the  time  of  death;  provided  that 
any  such  shares  or  stock  in  a  company  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  either  Contracting  Government  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
also  situated  at  the  place  where  such  company  was  incorpor- 
ated; 

(h)  Moneys  payable  under  a  policy  of  assurance  or  insurance, 
whether  under  seal  or  not,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at 
the  place  where  the  policy  provided  that  the  moneys  shall  be 
payable  or,  in  the  absence  of  any  such  provision,  at  the  head 
office  of  the  company; 

(i)  Shares  in  a  partnership  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the 
place  where  the  business  is  principally  carried  on; 

(j)  Ships  and  aircraft  and  shares  thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
situated  at  the  place  of  registration  of  the  ship  or  aircraft; 

(k  )  Goodwill  as  a  trade,  business  or  professional  asset  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  the  trade,  business 
or  profession  to  which  it  pertains  is  carried  on; 

(I  )  Patents,  trademarks  and  designs  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated 
at  the  place  where  they  are  registered; 

(m)  Copyright,  franchises,  and  rights  or  licences  to  use  any  copy- 
righted material,  patent,  trademark  or  design  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  situated  at  the  place  where  the  rights  arising  therefrom 
are  exercisable; 

(n)  Rights  or  causes  of  action  ex  delicto  surviving  for  the  benefit 
of  an  estate  of  a  deceased  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated 
at  the  place  where  such  rights  or  causes  of  action  arose  ; 

(o)  Judgment  debts  shall  be  deemed  to  be  situated  at  the  place 
where  the  judgment  is  recorded; 
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Provided  that  if,  apart  from  this  Article,  duty  would  be  imposed 
by  one  Contracting  Government  on  any  property  which  is  situated  in 
its  territory  and  passes  under  a  disposition  not  governed  by  its  law, 
this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  such  property  unless,  by  reason  of  its 
application  or  otherwise,  duty  is  imposed  or  would  but  for  some  specific 
exemption  be  imposed  thereon  by  the  other  Contracting  Government. 

Article  IV. 

1.  In  determining  the  amount  on  which  duty  is  to  be  computed, 
permitted  deductions  shall  be  allowed  in  accordance  with  the  law  in 
force  in  the  territory  in  which  the  duty  is  imposed. 

2.  Where  duty  is  imposed  by  one  Contracting  Government  on  the 
death  of  a  person  who  was  not  domiciled  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
any  part  of  the  territory  of  that  Contracting  Government  but  v/as 
domiciled  in  some  part  of  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Govern- 
ment, no  account  shall  be  taken,  in  determining  the  amount  or  rate  of 
the  duty  so  imposed,  of  property  situated  outside  the  former  territory; 
provided  that  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  as  respects  duty  imposed 
by  Ireland  in  the  case  of  property  passing  under  a  disposition  governed 
by  the  law  of  Ireland. 

Article  V. 

1.  Where  one  Contracting  Government  imposes  duty  by  reason  of 
a  deceased  person  being  domiciled  in  some  part  of  its  territory  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  that  Contracting  Government  shall  allow  against  so 
much  of  its  duty  (as  otherwise  computed)  as  is  attributable  to  property 
situated  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Government  a  credit 
(not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  duty  so  attributable)  equal  to  so 
much  of  the  duty  imposed  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting 
Government  as  is  attributable  to  such  property;  but  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply  as  respects  any  such  property  as  is  mentioned  in  para- 
graph (3)  of  this  Article. 

2.  Where  Ireland  imposes  duty  on  property  passing  under  a  dis- 
position governed  by  its  law,  that  Contracting  Government  shall  allow 
a  credit  similar  to  that  provided  by  the  preceding  paragraph  of  this 
Article. 

3.  Where  each  Contracting  Government  imposes  duty  on  any 
property  which  is  deemed  under  Article  III  to  be  situated 

(a)  outside  the  territories  of  both  Contracting  Governments,  or 
(h  )  in  both  territories, 

each  Contracting  Government  shall  allow  against  so  much  of  its  duty 
(as  otherwise  computed)  as  is  attributable  to  such  property  a  credit 
which  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  amount  of  its  duty  so  attribut- 
able or  to  the  amount  of  the  other  Contracting  Government's  duty 
attributable  to  the  same  property,  whichever  is  the  less,  as  the  former 
amount  bears  to  the  sum  of  the  two  amounts. 


Part  i — 4| 
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4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  the  amount  of  the  duty  of  a 
Contracting  Government  attributable  to  any  property  shall  be  ascer- 
tained after  taking  into  account  any  credit,  allowance  or  relief,  or  any 
remission  or  reduction  of  duty,  otherwise  than  in  respect  of  duty 
payable  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Government. 

Article  VI. 

1.  Any  claim  for  a  credit  or  for  a  refund  of  duty  founded  on  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  made  within  six  years  from  the 
date  of  the  death  of  the  deceased  person  in  respect  of  whose  estate  the 
claim  is  made,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  reversionary  interest,  where  payment 
of  duty  is  deferred  until  the  date  on  which  the  interest  falls  into  posses- 
sion, within  six  years  from  that  date. 

2.  Any  such  refund  shall  be  made  without  payment  of  interest  on 
the  amount  so  refunded. 

Article  VII. 

1.  The  taxation  authorities  of  the  Contracting  Governments  shall 
upon  request  exchange  such  information  (being  information  available 
under  the  respective  taxation  laws  of  the  Contracting  Governments)  as 
is  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  or 
for  the  prevention  of  fraud  or  the  administration  of  statutory  provisions 
against  legal  avoidance  in  relation  to  the  duties  which  are  the  subject 
of  this  Agreement.  Any  information  so  exchanged  shall  be  treated  as 
secret  and  shall  not  be  disclosed  to  any  person  other  than  those  con- 
cerned with  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  duties  which  are  the 
subject  of  this  Agreement.  No  information  shall  be  exchanged  which 
would  disclose  any  trade  secret  or  trade  process. 

2.  As  used  in  this  Article,  the  term  "taxation  authorities"  means, 
in  the  case  of  Ireland,  the  Revenue  Commissioners  or  their  authorized 
representative,  and  in  the  case  of  Canada,  the  Minister  of  National 
Revenue  or  his  authorized  representative. 

Article  VIII. 

1.  The  present  Agreement  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  instruments  of 
ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Dublin  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  The  present  Agreement  shall  come  into  force  on  the  date  of 
exchange  of  ratifications,  and  shall  be  effective  only  as  to 

(a)  the  estates  of  persons  dying  on  or  after  such  date, 

and 

(h  )  the  estate  of  any  person  dying  before  such  date  and  after  the 
last  day  of  the  calendar  year  immediately  preceding  such  date, 
whose  personal  representative  elects  in  writing  that  the  provi- 
sions of  the  present  Agreement  shall  be  applied  to  such  estate. 
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Article  IX. 

1.  The  present  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  for  not  less  than 
three  years  after  the  date  of  its  coming  into  force. 

2.  If  not  less  than  six  months  before  the  expiration  of  such  period 
of  three  years  neither  of  the  Contracting  Governments  shall  have  given 
to  the  other  Contracting  Government  written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
terminate  the  present  Agreement,  the  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force 
after  such  period  of  three  years  until  either  of  the  Contracting  Govern- 
ments shall  have  given  written  notice  of  such  intention,  in  which  event 
the  present  Agreement  shall  not  be  effective  as  to  the  estates  of  persons 
dying  on  or  after  the  date  (not  being  earlier  than  the  sixtieth  day  after 
the  date  of  such  notice)  specified  in  such  notice,  or,  if  no  date  is  specified, 
on  or  after  the  sixtieth  day  after  the  date  of  such  notice.

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  1953-54.  c.  15. 
as  follows  : 

1.  Paragraph  (a)  oi  subsection  (2)  of  section  7  of  the 
Members  of  Parliament  Retiring  Allowances  Act,  chapter  329 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952,  is  repealed  and 
the  following  substituted  therefor: 

^^(a)  he  previously  contributed  or  elected  to  contribute 
under  this  Act  in  respect  of  that  session  and  a  with- 
drawal allowance  in  respect  of  that  session  became 
payable  to  him  under  section  12,  or" 

2.  (1)  Paragraph  (c)  oi  subsection  (1)  of  section  8  of  the 
said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

'^(c)m  respect  of  the  portion  of  that  contribution  included 
in  a  withdrawal  allowance  paid  to  him  under  this  Act, 
interest  on  the  aggregate  of 

(i)  that  portion  of  the  contribution,  and 

(ii)  the  interest  on  that  portion  of  the  contribution 
that  was  included  in  the  withdrawal  allowance, 

at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  compounded 
annually,  from  the  date  of  payment  of  the  withdrawal 
allowance  to  the  day  on  which  he  makes  his  election."

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  :

2.  In  this  Act,  Definitions.

3.  (1)  The  Convention  is  hereby  approved  and  declared  Convention 
to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada.  approved. 

(2)  This  Act  and  the  Convention  apply  only  in  respect  of  Application, 
damage  contemplated  by  Article  1  of  the  Convention  caused 
in  the  territory  of  Canada  by  an  aircraft  registered  in  the 
territory  of  a  Contracting  State  other  than  Canada. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  for  Regulations, 
carrying  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the 
Convention. 

5.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  Coming  into 
proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  continue 

in  force  until  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  following  termination  of  the  Convention 
or  denunciation  thereof  by  Canada,  and  no  longer.

ROME. 

7  October  1952. 

THE  STATES  SIGNATORY  to  this  Convention 

Moved  by  a  desire  to  ensure  adequate  compensation  for  persons 
who  suffer  damage  caused  on  the  surface  by  foreign  aircraft,  while 
limiting  in  a  reasonable  manner  the  extent  of  the  liabilities  incurred 
for  such  damage  in  order  not  to  hinder  the  development  of  international 
civil  air  transport,  and  also 

Convinced  of  the  need  for  unifying  to  the  greatest  extent  possible, 
through  an  international  convention,  the  rules  applying  in  the  various 
countries  of  the  world  to  the  liabilities  incurred  for  such  damage, 

Have  Appointed  to  such  effect  the  undersigned  Plenipotentiaries 
who,  duly  authorised,  have  agreed  as  follows: 


Chapter  I. 
PRINCIPLES  OF  LIABILITY. 
Article  1. 

1.  Any  person  who  suffers  damage  on  the  surface  shall,  upon  proof 
only  that  the  damage  v/as  caused  by  an  aircraft  in  flight  or  by  any 
person  or  thing  falling  therefrom,  be  entitled  to  compensation  as 
provided  by  this  Convention.  Nevertheless  there  shall  be  no  right  to 
compensation  if  the  damage  is  not  a  direct  consequence  of  the  incident 
giving  rise  thereto,  or  if  the  damage  results  from  the  mere  fact  of  passage 
of  the  aircraft  through  the  airspace  in  conformity  with  existing  air 
traffic  regulations. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Convention,  an  aircraft  is  considered 
to  be  in  flight  from  the  moment  when  power  is  applied  for  the  purpose 
of  actual  take-off  until  the  moment  when  the  landing  run  ends.  In 
the  case  of  an  aircraft  lighter  than  air,  the  expression  "in  flight"  relates 
to  the  period""  from  the  moment  when  it  becomes  detached  from  the 
surface  until  it  becomes  again  attached  thereto. 
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Article  2, 

1.  The  liability  for  compensation  contemplated  by  Article  1  of 
this  Convention  shall  attach  to  the  operator  of  the  aircraft. 

2.  (a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Convention  the  term  ''operator^* 
shall  mean  the  person  who  was  making  use  of  the  aircraft 
at  the  time  the  damage  was  caused,  provided  that  if 
control  of  the  navigation  of  the  aircraft  was  retained  by 
the  person  from  whom  the  right  to  make  use  of  the 
aircraft  was  derived,  whether  directly  or  indirectly,  that 
person  shall  be  considered  the  operator. 

(b)  A  person  shall  be  considered  to  be  making  use  of  an 
aircraft  when  he  is  using  it  personally  or  when  his  servants 
or  agents  are  using  the  aircraft  in  the  course  of  their 
employment,  v/hether  or  not  within  the  scope  of  their 
authority. 

3.  The  registered  owner  of  the  aircraft  shall  be  presumed  to  be 
the  operator  and  shall  be  liable  as  such  unless,  in  the  proceedings  for 
the  determination  of  his  liability,  he  proves  that  some  other  person 
was  the  operator  and,  in  so  far  as  legal  procedures  permit,  takes  appro- 
priate measures  to  make  that  other  person  a  party  in  the  proceedings. 

Article  3. 

If  the  person  who  was  the  operator  at  the  time  the  damage  was 
caused  had  not  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  aircraft  for  a  period  of 
more  than  fourteen  days,  dating  from  the  moment  when  the  right  to 
use  commenced,  the  person  from  whom  such  right  was  derived  shall  be 
liable  jointly  and  severally  with  the  operator,  each  of  them  being  bound 
under  the  provisions  and  within  the  limits  of  liability  of  this  Convention. 

Article  4- 

If  a  person  makes  use  of  an  aircraft  without  the  consent  of  the 
person  entitled  to  its  navigational  control,  the  latter,  unless  he  proves 
that  he  has  exercised  due  care  to  prevent  such  use,  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  with  the  unlawful  user  for  damage  giving  a  right  to 
compensation  under  Article  1,  each  of  them  being  bound  under  the 
provisions  and  within  the  limits  of  liabiUty  of  this  Convention. 

Article  5. 

Any  person  who  would  otherwise  be  liable  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Convention  shall  not  be  liable  if  the  damage  is  the  direct  con- 
sequence of  armed  conflict  or  civil  disturbance,  or  if  such  person  has 
been  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  aircraft  by  act  of  public  authority. 
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Article  6. 

1.  Any  person  who  would  otherwise  be  liable  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Convention  shall  not  be  liable  for  damage  if  he  proves  that  the 
damage  was  caused  solely  through  the  negligence  or  other  wrongful 
act  or  omission  of  the  person  who  suffers  the  damage  or  of  the  latter's 
servants  or  agents.  If  the  person  liable  proves  that  the  damage  was 
contributed  to  by  the  negligence  or  other  wrongful  act  or  omission  of 
the  person  who  suffers  the  damage,  or  of  his  servants  or  agents,  the 
compensation  shall  be  reduced  to  the  extent  to  which  such  negligence 
or  wrongful  act  or  omission  contributed  to  the  damage.  Nevertheless 
there  shall  be  no  such  exoneration  or  reduction  if,  in  the  case  of  the 
negligence  or  other  wrongful  act  or  omission  of  a  servant  or  agent,  the 
person  who  suffers  the  damage  proves  that  his  servant  or  agent  was 
acting  outside  the  scope  of  his  authority. 

2.  When  an  action  is  brought  by  one  person  to  recover  damages 
arising  from  the  death  or  injury  of  another  person,  the  negligence  or 
other  wrongful  act  or  omission  of  such  other  person,  or  of  his  servants 
or  agents,  shall  also  have  the  effect  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Article  7, 

When  two  or  more  aircraft  have  collided  or  interfered  with  each 
other  in  flight  and  damage  for  which  a  right  to  compensation  as  con- 
templated in  Article  1  results,  or  when  two  or  more  aircraft  have 
jointly  caused  such  damage,  each  of  the  aircraft  concerned  shall  be 
considered  to  have  caused  the  damage  and  the  operator  of  each  aircraft 
shall  be  liable,  each  of  them  being  bound  under  the  provisions  and 
within  the  limits  of  liability  of  this  Convention. 

Article  8. 

The  persons  referred  to  in  paragraph  3  of  Article  2  and  in  Articles 
3  and  4  shall  be  entitled  to  all  defences  which  are  available  to  an  operator 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 

Article  9. 

Neither  the  operator,  the  owner,  any  person  liable  under  Article  3 
or  Article  4,  nor  their  respective  servants  or  agents,  shall  be  liable  for 
damage  on  the  surface  caused  by  an  aircraft  in  flight  or  any  person  or 
thing  falling  therefrom  otherwise  than  as  expressly  provided  in  this 
Convention.  This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  person  who  is 
guilty  of  a  deliberate  act  or  omission  done  with  intent  to  cause  damage. 

Article  10, 

Nothing  in  this  Convention  shall  prejudice  the  question  whether 
a  person  liable  for  damage  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  has  a 
right  of  recourse  against  any  other  person. 
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Chapter  II. 
EXTENT  OF  LIABILITY. 
Article  11, 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  12,  the  liability  for  damage 
giving  a  right  to  compensation  under  Article  1,  for  each  aircraft  and 
incident,  in  respect  of  all  persons  liable  under  this  Convention,  shall 
not  exceed: 

(a)  500,000  francs  for  aircraft  weighing  1,000  kilogrammes  or  less; 
(h)  500,000  francs  plus  400  francs  per  kilogramme  over  1,000 

kilogrammes  for  aircraft  weighing  more  than  1,000  but  not 

exceeding  6,000  kilogrammes; 

(c)  2,500,000  francs  plus  250  francs  per  kilogramme  over  6,000 
kilogrammes  for  aircraft  weighing  more  than  6,000  but  not 
exceeding  20,000  kilogrammes; 

(d)  6,000,000  francs  plus  150  francs  per  kilogramme  over  20,000 
kilogrammes  for  aircraft  weighing  more  than  20,000  but  not 
exceeding  50,000  kilogrammes  ; 

(e)  10,500,000  francs  plus  100  francs  per  kilogramme  over  50,000 
kilogrammes  for  aircraft  weighing  more  than  50,000 
kilogrammes. 

2.  The  liability  in  respect  of  loss  of  life  or  personal  injury  shall  not 
exceed  500,000  francs  per  person  killed  or  injured. 

3.  ^'Weight"  means  the  maximum  weight  of  the  aircraft  authorized 
by  the  certificate  of  airworthiness  for  take-off,  excluding  the  effect  of 
lifting  gas  when  used. 

4.  The  sums  mentioned  in  francs  in  this  Article  refer  to  a  currency 
unit  consisting  of  65i  milligrammes  of  gold  of  millesimal  fineness  900. 
These  sums  may  be  converted  into  national  currencies  in  round  figures. 
Conversion  of  the  sums  into  national  currencies  other  than  gold  shall, 
in  case  of  judicial  proceedings,  be  made  according  to  the  gold  value  of 
such  currencies  at  the  date  of  the  judgment,  or,  in  cases  covered  by 
Article  14,  at  the  date  of  the  allocation. 

Article  12. 

1.  If  the  person  who  suffers  damage  proves  that  it  was  caused  by  a 
deliberate  act  or  omission  of  the  operator,  his  servants  or  agents,  done 
with  intent  to  cause  damage,  the  liability  of  the  operator  shall  be 
unlimited;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  such  act  or  omission  of  such 
servant  or  agent,  it  is  also  proved  that  he  was  acting  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  and  within  the  scope  of  his  authority. 

2.  If  a  person  wrongfully  takes  and  makes  use  of  an  aircraft 
without  the  consent  of  the  person  entitled  to  use  it,  his  liability  shall 
be  unlimited. 
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Article  13. 

1.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  Article  3  or  Article  4,  two 
or  more  persons  are  liable  for  damage,  or  a  registered  owner  who  was 
not  the  operator  is  made  liable  as  such  as  provided  in  paragraph  3  of 
Article  2,  the  persons  who  suffer  damage  shall  not  be  entitled  to  total 
compensation  greater  than  the  highest  indemnity  which  may  be 
awarded  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  against  any  one  of 
the  persons  liable. 

2.  When  the  provisions  of  Article  7  are  applicable,  the  person  who 
suffers  the  damage  shall  be  entitled  to  be  compensated  up  to  the 
aggregate  of  the  limits  applicable  with  respect  to  each  of  the  aircraft 
involved,  but  no  operator  shall  be  liable  for  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  limit 
applicable  to  his  aircraft  unless  his  liability  is  unlimited  under  the  terms 
of  Article  12. 

Article  14- 

If  the  total  amount  of  the  claims  established  exceeds  the  limit  of 
liability  applicable  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention,  the  fol- 
lowing rules  shall  apply,  taking  into  account  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
2  of  Article  11. 

(a)  1Î  the  claims  are  exclusively  in  respect  of  loss  of  life  or  personal 
injury  or  exclusively  in  respect  of  damage  to  property,  such 
claims  shall  be  reduced  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
amounts. 

(h  )  If  the  claims  are  both  in  respect  of  loss  of  life  or  personal 
injury  and  in  respect  of  damage  to  property,  one  half  of  the 
total  sum  distributable  shall  be  appropriated  preferentially 
to  meet  claims  in  respect  of  loss  of  life  and  personal  injury 
and,  if  insufncient,  shall  be  distributed  proportionately 
between  the  claims  concerned.  The  remainder  of  the  total  sum 
distributable  shall  be  distributed  proportionately  among  the 
claims  in  respect  of  damage  to  property  and  the  portion  not 
already  covered  of  the  claims  in  respect  of  loss  of  life  and 
personal  injury. 

Chapter  III. 
SECURITY  FOR  OPERATOR'S  LIABILITY. 
Article  15. 

1.  Any  Contracting  State  may  require  that  the  operator  of  an 
aircraft  registered  in  another  Contracting  State  shall  be  insured  in 
respect  of  his  liability  for  damage  sustained  in  its  territory  for  which 
a  right  to  compensation  exists  under  Article  1  by  means  of  insurance 
up  to  the  limits  applicable  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  11. 
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(a)  The  insurance  shall  be  accepted  as  satisfactory  if  it 
conforms  to  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  and  has 
been  effected  by  an  insurer  authorised  to  effect  such 
insurance  under  the  laws  of  the  State  where  the  air- 
craft is  registered  or  of  the  State  where  the  insurer  has 
his  residence  or  principal  place  of  business,  and  whose 
financial  responsibility  has  been  verified  by  either  of 
those  States. 

(h)  If  insurance  has  been  required  by  any  State  under  para- 
graph 1  of  this  Article,  and  a  final  judgment  in  that  State 
ÎS  not  satisfied  by  payment  in  the  currency  of  that  State, 
any  Contracting  State  may  refuse  to  accept  the  insurer 
as  financially  responsible  until  such  payment,  if  demanded, 
has  been  made. 

3.  Notwithstanding  the  last  preceding  paragraph  the  State  over- 
flown may  refuse  to  accept  as  satisfactory  insurance  effected  by  an 
insurer  who  is  not  authorised  for  that  purpose  in  a  Contracting  State. 

4.  Instead  of  insurance,  any  of  the  following  securities  shall  be 
deemed  satisfactory  if  the  security  conforms  to  Article  17.  : 

(a)  2i  cash  deposit  in  a  depository  maintained  by  the  Contracting 
State  where  the  aircraft  is  registered  or  with  a  bank  authorised 
to  act  as  a  depository  by  that  State; 

(h)  2i  guarantee  given  by  a  bank  authorised  to  do  so  by  the  Con- 
tracting State  where  the  aircraft  is  registered,  and  whose 
financial  responsibility  has  been  verified  by  that  State  ; 

(c)  a  guarantee  given  by  the  Contracting  State  where  the  aircraft 
is  registered  if  that  State  undertakes  that  it  will  not  claim 
immunity  from  suit  in  respect  of  that  guarantee. 

5.  Subject  to  paragraph  6  of  this  Article,  the  State  overflown  may 
also  require  that  the  aircraft  shall  carry  a  certificate  issued  by  the  insurer 
certifying  that  insurance  has  been  efïected  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Convention,  and  specifying  the  person  or  persons 
whose  liability  is  secured  thereby,  together  with  a  certificate  or  endorse- 
ment issued  by  the  appropriate  authority  in  the  State  where  the  aircraft 
is  registered  or  in  the  State  where  the  insurer  has  his  residence  or  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  certifying  the  financial  responsibility  of  the 
insurer.  If  other  security  is  furnished  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  4  of  this  Article,  a  certificate  to  that  effect  shall  be  issued 
by  the  appropriate  authority  in  the  State  where  the  aircraft  is  registered. 

6.  The  certificate  referred  to  in  paragraph  5  of  this  Article  need 
not  be  carried  in  the  aircraft  if  a  certified  copy  has  been  filed  with,  the 
appropriate  authority  designated  by  the  State  overflown  or,  if  the 
International  Civil  Aviation  Organization  agrees,  with  that  Organiza- 
tion, which  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the  certificate  to  each  contracting 
State. 
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7.  (a)  Where  the  State  overflown  has  reasonable  grounds  for 
doubting  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  insurer,  or  of 
the  bank  which  issues  a  guarantee  under  paragraph  4  of 
this  Article,  that  State  may  request  additional  evidence 
of  financial  responsibility,  and  if  any  question  arises  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  that  evidence  the  dispute  affecting 
the  States  concerned  shall,  at  the  request  of  one  of  these 
States,  be  submitted  to  an  arbitral  tribunal  which  shall 
be  either  the  Council  of  the  International  Civil  Aviation 
Organization  or  a  person  or  body  mutually  agreed  by  the 
parties. 

(h  )  Until  this  tribunal  has  given  its  decision  the  insurance 
or  guarantee  shall  be  considered  provisionally  valid  by 
the  State  overflown. 

8.  Any  requirements  imposed  in  accordance  with  this  Article  shall 
be  notified  to  the  Secretary  General  of  the  International  Civil  Aviation 
Organization  who  shall  inform  each  Contracting  State  thereof. 

9.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Article,  the  term  ^'insurer^'  includes  a 
group  of  insurers,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paragraph  5  of  this  Article, 
the  phrase  ' 'appropriate  authority  in  a  State''  includes  the  appropriate 
authority  in  the  highest  political  subdivision  thereof  which  regulates 
the  conduct  of  business  by  the  insurer. 

Article  16 

1.  The  insurer  or  other  person  providing  security  required  under 
Article  15  for  the  liability  of  the  operator  may,  in  addition  to  the 
defences  available  to  the  operator,  and  the  defence  of  forgery,  set  up 
only  the  following  defences  against  claims  based  on  the  application  of 
this  Convention: 

(a)  that  the  damage  occurred  after  the  security  ceased  to  be 
effective.  However,  if  the  security  expires  during  a  flight, 
it  shall  be  continued  in  force  until  the  next  landing  specified 
in  the  flight  plan,  but  no  longer  than  twenty-four  hours; 
and  if  the  security  ceases  to  be  effective  for  any  reason  other 
than  the  expiration  of  its  term,  or  a  change  of  operator, 
it  shall  be  continued  until  fifteen  days  after  notification  to 
the  appropriate  authority  of  the  State  which  certifies  the 
financial  responsibility  of  the  insurer  or  the  gu-arantor  that 
the  security  has  ceased  to  be  effective,  or  until  effective  with- 
drawal of  the  certificate  of  the  insurer  or  the  certificate  of 
g-uarantee  if  such  a  certificate  has  been  required  under 
paragraph  5  of  Article  15,  whichever  is  the  earlier; 
(1))  that  the  damage  occurred  outside  the  territorial  limits  pro- 
vided for  by  the  security,  unless  flight  outside  of  such  limits 
was  caused  by  force  majeure j  assistance  justified  by  the  cir- 
cimistances,  or  an  error  in  piloting,  operation  or  navigation. 
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2.  The  State  which  has  issued  or  endorsed  a  certificate  pursuant 
to  paragraph  5  of  Article  15  shall  notify  the  termination  or  cessation, 
otherwise  than  by  the  expiration  of  its  term,  of  the  insurance  or  other 
security  to  the  interested  contracting  States  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  Where  a  certificate  of  insurance  or  other  security  is  required 
under  paragraph  5  of  Article  15  and,  the  operator  is  changed  during 
the  period  of  the  validity  of  the  security,  the  security  shall  apply  to 
the  hability  under  this  Convention  of  the  new  operator,  unless  he  is 
already  covered  by  other  insurance  or  security  or  is  an  unlawful  user, 
but  not  beyond  fifteen  days  from  the  time  when  the  insurer  or  guar- 
antor notifies  the  appropriate  authority  of  the  State  where  the  cer- 
tificate was  issued  that  the  security  has  become  ineffective  or  until 
the  effective  withdrawal  of  the  certificate  of  the  insurer  if  such  a 
certificate  has  been  required  under  paragraph  5  of  Article  15,  which- 
ever is  the  shorter  period. 

4.  The  continuation  in  force  of  the  security  under  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  1  of  this  Article  shall  apply  only  for  the  benefit 
of  the  person  suffering  damage. 

5.  Without  prejudice  to  any  right  of  direct  action  which  he  may 
have  under  the  law  governing  the  contract  of  insurance  or  guarantee, 
the  person  suffering  damage  may  bring  a  direct  action  against  the 
insurer  or  guarantor  only  in  the  following  cases: 

(a)  where  the  security  is  continued  in  force  under  the  provisions 

of  paragraph  1  (a)  and  (h)  of  this  Article; 
(h  )  the  bankruptcy  of  the  operator. 

6.  Excepting  the  defences  specified  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Article, 
the  insurer  or  other  person  providing  security  may  not,  with  respect 
to  direct  actions  brought  by  the  person  suffering  damage  based  upon 
application  of  this  Convention,  avail  himself  of  any  grounds  of  nullity 
or  any  right  of  retroactive  cancellation. 

7.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  prejudice  the  question 
whether  the  insurer  or  guarantor  has  a  right  of  recourse  against  any 
other  person. 

Article  17. 

1.  If  security  is  furnished  in  accordance  with  paragraph  4  of 
Article  15,  it  shall  be  specifically  and  preferentially  assigned  to  pay- 
ment of  claims  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 

2.  The  security  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  if,  in  the  case  of  an 
operator  of  one  aircraft,  it  is  for  an  amount  equal  to  the  limit  applicable 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  11,  and  in  the  case  of  an  operator 
of  several  aircraft,  if  it  is  for  an  amount  not  less  than  the  aggregate 
of  the  limits  of  liability  applicable  to  the  two  aircraft  subject  to  the 
highest  limits. 
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3.  As  soon  as  notice  of  a  claim  has  been  given  to  the  operator,  the 
amount  of  the  security  shall  be  increased  up  to  a  total  sum  equivalent 
to  the  aggregate  of: 

(a)  the  amount  of  the  security  then  required  by  paragraph  2  of 
this  Article,  and 

(h)  the  amount  of  the  claim  not  exceeding  the  applicable  limit  of 
liability.  This  increased  security  shall  be  maintained  until 
every  claim  has  been  disposed  of. 

Article  18. 

Any  sums  due  to  an  operator  from  an  insurer  shall  be  exempt  from 
seizure  and  execution  by  creditors  of  the  operator  until  claims  of  third 
parties  under  this  Convention  have  been  satisfied. 

Chapter  IV. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE  AND  LIMITATION  OF  ACTIONS. 

Article  19, 

If  a  claimant  has  not  .brought  an  action  to  enforce  his  claim  or 
if  notification  of  such  claim  has  not  been  given  to  the  operator  within 
a  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  incident  which  gave  rise 
to  the  damage,  the  claimant  shall  only  be  entitled  to  compensation 
out  of  the  amount  for  which  the  operator  remains  liable  after  all  claims 
made  within  that  period  have  been  met  in  full. 

Article  20. 

1.  Actions  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  may  be  brought 
only  before  the  courts  of  the  Contracting  State  where  the  damage 
occurred.  Nevertheless,  by  agreement  between  any  one  or  more 
claimants  and  any  one  or  more  defendants,  such  claimants  may  take 
action  before  the  courts  of  any  other  Contracting  State,  but  no  such 
proceedings  shall  have  the  effect  of  prejudicing  in  any  way  the  rights 
of  persons  who  bring  actions  in  the  State  where  the  damage  occurred. 
The  parties  may  also  agree  to  submit  disputes  to  arbitration  in  any 
Contracting  State. 

2.  Each  Contracting  State  shall  take  all  necessary  measures  to 
ensure  that  the  defendant  and  all  other  parties  interested  are  notified 
of  any  proceedings  concerning  them  and  have  a  fair  and  adequate 
opportunity  to  defend  their  interests. 

3.  Each  Contracting  State  shall  so  far  as  possible  ensure  that  all 
actions  arising  from  a  single  incident  and  brought  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  1  of  this  Article  are  consolidated  for  disposal  in  a  single 
proceeding  before  the  same  court. 
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4.  Where  any  final  judgment,  including  a  judgment  by  default, 
is  pronounced  by  a  court  competent  in  conformity  with  this  Convention, 
on  which  execution  can  be  issued  according  to  the  procedural  law  of 
that  court,  the  judgment  shall  be  enforceable  upon  compliance  with  the 
formalities  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Contracting  State,  or  of  any 
territory.  State  or  province  thereof,  where  execution  is  applied  for: 

(a)  m  the  Contracting  State  where  the  judgment  debtor  has  his 
residence  or  principal  place  of  business  or, 

(h)  \i  the  assets  available  in  that  State  and  in  the  State  where 
the  judgment  was  pronounced  are  insufficient  to  satisfy  the 
judgment,  in  any  other  Contracting  State  where  the  judgm_ent 
debtor  has  assets. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4  of  this  Article, 
the  court  to  which  application  is  made  for  execution  may  refuse  to 
issue  execution  if  it  is  proved  that  any  of  the  following  circumstances 
exist: 

(a)  the  judgment  was  given  by  default  and  the  defendant  did  not 
acquire  knowledge  of  the  proceedings  in  sufficient  time  to  act 
upon  it; 

(h  )  the  defendant  was  not  given  a  fair  and  adequate  opportunity 
to  defend  his  interests; 

(c)  the  judgment  is  in  respect  of  a  cause  of  action  which  had 
already,  as  between  the  same  parties,  formed  the  subject 
of  a  judgment  or  an  arbitral  award  which,  under  the  law  of  the 
State  where  execution  is  sought,  is  recognized  as  final  and  con- 
clusive; 

(d)  the  judgment  has  been  obtained  by  fraud  of  any  of  the  parties; 

(e)  the  right  to  enforce  the  judgment  is  not  vested  in  the  person  by 
whom  the  application  for  execution  is  made. 

6.  The  merits  of  the  case  may  not  be  reopened  in  proceedings  for 
execution  under  paragraph  4  of  this  Article. 

7.  The  court  to  which  application  for  execution  is  made  may  also 
refuse  to  issue  execution  if  the  judgment  concerned  is  contrary  to  the 
public  policy  of  the  State  in  which  execution  is  requested. 

8.  If,  in  proceedings  brought  according  to  paragraph  4  of  this 
Article,  execution  of  any  judgment  is  refused  on  any  of  the  grounds 
referred  to  in  sub-paragraphs  (a),  (h)  or  (d)  oi  paragraph  5  or  para- 
graph 7  of  this  Article,  the  claimant  shall  be  entitled  to  bring  a  new 
action  before  the  courts  of  the  State  where  execution  has  been  refused. 
The  judgment  rendered  in  such  new  action  may  not  result  in  the  total 
compensation  awarded  exceeding  the  limits  applicable  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Convention.  In  such  new  action  the  previous  judgment 
shall  be  a  defence  only  to  the  extent  to  which  it  has  been  satisfied. 
The  previous  judgment  shall  cease  to  be  enforceable  as  soon  as  the 
new  action  has  been  started. 
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The  right  to  bring  a  new  action  under  this  paragraph  shall,  not- 
withstanding the  provisions  of  Article  21,  be  subject  to  a  period  of 
limitation  of  one  year  from  the  date  on  which  the  claimant  has  received 
notification  of  the  refusal  to  execute  the  judgment. 

9.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4  of  this  Article, 
the  court  to  which  application  for  execution  is  made  shall  refuse  execu- 
tion of  any  judgment  rendered  by  a  court  of  a  State  other  than  that  in 
which  the  damage  occurred  until  all  the  judgments  rendered  in  that 
State  have  been  satisfied. 

The  court  applied  to  shall  also  refuse  to  issue  execution  until  final 
judgment  has  been  given  on  all  actions  filed  in  the  State  where  the 
damage  occurred  by  those  persons  who  have  complied  with  the  time 
limit  referred  to  in  Article  19,  if  the  judgment  debtor  proves  that  the 
total  amount  of  compensation  which  might  be  awarded  by  such  judg- 
ments might  exceed  the  applicable  limit  of  liability  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Convention. 

Similarly  such  court  shall  not  grant  execution  when,  in  the  case  of 
actions  brought  in  the  State  where  the  damage  occurred  by  those  persons 
who  have  complied  with  the  time  limit  referred  to  in  Article  19,  the 
aggregate  of  the  judgments  exceeds  the  applicable  limit  of  liability, 
until  such  judgments  have  been  reduced  in  accordance  with  Article  14. 

10.  Where  a  judgment  is  rendered  enforceable  under  this  Article, 
payment  of  costs  recoverable  under  the  judgment  shall  also  be  enforce- 
able. Nevertheless  the  court  applied  to  for  execution  may,  on  the 
application  of  the  judgment  debtor,  limit  the  amount  of  such  costs 
to  a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  for  which  the  judgment 
is  rendered  enforceable.  The  limits  of  liability  prescribed  by  this 
Convention  shall  be  exclusive  of  costs. 

11.  Interest  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum  may  be 
allowed  on  the  judgment  debt  from  the  date  of  the  judgment  in  respect 
of  which  execution  is  granted. 

12.  An  application  for  execution  of  a  judgment  to  which  paragraph 
4  of  this  Article  applies  must  be  made  within  five  years  from  the  date 
when  such  judgment  became  final. 

Article  21, 

1.  Actions  imder  this  Convention  shall  be  subject  to  a  period  of 
limitation  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  incident  which  caused  the 
damage. 

2.  The  grounds  for  suspension  or  interruption  of  the  period  referred 
to  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Article  shall  be  determined  by  the  law  of  the 
court  trying  the  action;  but  in  any  case  the  right  to  institute  an  action 
shall  be  extinguished  on  the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of 
the  incident  which  caused  the  damage. 
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Article  22. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  person  liable,  an  action  in  respect  of 
liability  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  shall  lie  against  those 
legally  responsible  for  his  obligations. 

Chapter  V. 

APPLICATION  OF  THE  CONVENTION  AND  GENERAL 

PHOVISIONS. 

Article  23, 

1.  This  Convention  applies  to  damage  contemplated  in  Article  1 
caused  in  the  territory  of  a  Contracting  State  by  an  aircraft  registered 
in  the  territory  of  another  Contracting  State. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Convention  a  ship  or  aircraft  on  the  high 
seas  shall  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  territory  of  the  State  in  which  it  is 
registered. 

Article  24, 

This  Convention  shall  not  apply  to  damage  caused  to  an  aircraft 
in  flight,  or  to  persons  or  goods  on  board  such  aircraft. 

Article  25. 

This  Convention  shall  not  apply  to  damage  on  the  surface  if  liability 
for  such  damage  is  regulated  either  by  a  contract  between  the  person 
who  suffers  such  damage  and  the  operator  or  the  person  entitled  to  use 
the  aircraft  at  the  time  the  damage  occurred,  or  by  the  law  relating  to 
workmen's  compensation  applicable  to  a  contract  of  employment  bet- 
ween such  persons. 

Article  26, 

This  Convention  shall  not  apply  to  damage  caused  by  military, 
customs  or  police  aircraft. 

Article  27, 

Contracting  States  will,  as  far  as  possible,  facilitate  payment  of 
compensation  under  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  in  the  currency 
of  the  State  where  the  damage  occurred. 

Article  28. 

If  legislative  measures  are  necessary  in  any  Contracting  State  to 
give  efïect  to  this  Convention,  the  Secretary  General  of  the  Interna- 
tional Civil  Aviation  Organization  shall  be  informed  forthwith  of  the 
measures  so  taken. 
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AHicle  29, 

As  between  Contracting  States  which  have  also  ratified  the  Inter- 
national Convention  for  the  Unification  of  Certain  Rules  relating  to 
Damage  caused  by  Aircraft  to  Third  Parties  on  the  Surface  opened 
for  signature  at  Rome  on  the  29  May  1933,  the.  present  Convention 
upon  its  entry  into  force  shall  supersede  the  said  Convention  of  Rome. 

Article  30. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  Convention: 

— 'Terson"  means  any  natural  or  legal  person,  including  a  State. 

— '^Contracting  State"  means  any  State  which  has  ratified  or 
adhered  to  this  Convention  and  whose  denunciation  thereof  has  not 
become  effective. 

— Territory  of  a  State"  means  the  metropolitan  territory  of  a 
State  and  all  territories  for  the  foreign  relations  of  which  that  State 
is  responsible,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  36. 

Chapter  VI. 
FINAL  PROVISIONS. 
Article  3L 

This  Convention  shall  remain  open  for  signature  on  behalf  of  any 
State  until  it  comes  into  force  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  33. 

Article  32. 

1.  This  Convention  shall  be  subject  to  ratification  by  the  signatory 
States. 

2.  The  instruments  of  ratification  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
International  Civil  Aviation  Organization. 

AHicle  53, 

1.  As  soon  as  five  of  the  signatory  States  have  deposited  their 
instruments  of  ratification  of  this  Convention,  it  shall  come  into  force 
between  them  on  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  date  of  the  deposit  of 
the  fifth  instrument  of  ratification.  It  shall  come  into  force,  for  each 
State  which  deposits  its  instrument  of  ratification  after  that  date,  on 
the  ninetieth  day  after  the  deposit  of  its  instrument  of  ratification. 

2.  As  soon  as  this  Convention  comes  into  force,  it  shall  be  registered 
with  the  United  Nations  by  the  Secretary  General  of  the  International 
Civil  Aviation  Organization. 
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Article  34. 

1.  This  Convention  shall,  after  it  has  come  into  force,  be  open  for 
adherence  by  any  non-signatory  State. 

2.  The  adherence  of  a  State  shall  be  effected  by  the  deposit  of  an 
instrument  of  adherence  with  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organ- 
ization and  shall  take  effect  as  from  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  date 
of  the  deposit. 

Article  35, 

1.  Any  Contracting  State  may  denounce  this  Convention  by 
notification  of  denunciation  to  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organ- 
ization. 

2.  Denunciation  shall  take  effect  six  months  after  the  date  of  receipt 
by  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organization  of  the  notification  of 
denunciation;  nevertheless,  in  respect  of  damage  contemplated  in 
Article  1  arising  from  an  incident  which  occurred  before  the  expiration 
of  the  six  months  period,  the  Convention  shall  continue  to  apply  as  if 
the  denunciation  had  not  been  made. 

Article  36. 

1.  This  Convention  shall  apply  to  all  territories  for  the  foreign 
relations  of  which  a  Contracting  State  is  responsible,  with  the  exception 
of  territories  in  respect  of  which  a  declaration  has  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  paragraph  2  of  this  Article  or  paragraph  3  of  Article  37. 

2.  Any  State  may  at  the  time  of  deposit  of  its  instrument  of 
ratification  or  adherence,  declare  that  its  acceptance  of  this  Convention 
does  not  apply  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  territories  for  the  foreign 
relations  of  which  such  State  is  responsible. 

3.  Any  Contracting  State  may  subsequently,  by  notification  to 
the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organization,  extend  the  application 
of  this  Convention  to  any  or  all  of  the  territories  regarding  which  it 
has  made  a  declaration  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2  of  this  Article 
or  paragraph  3  of  Article  37.  The  notification  shall  take  effect  as 
from  the  ninetieth  day  after  its  receipt  by  the  Organization. 

4.  Any  Contracting  State  may  denounce  this  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  35,  separately  for  any  or  ail 
of  the  territories  for  the  foreign  relations  of  which  such  State  is 
responsible. 

Article  37. 

1.  When  the  whole  or  part  of  the  territory  of  a  Contracting  State 
is  transferred  to  a  non-contracting  State,  this  Convention  shall  cease 
to  apply  to  the  territory  so  transferred,  as  from  the  date  of  the  transfer. 
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2.  When  part  of  the  territory  of  a  Contracting  State  becomes  an 
independent  State  responsible  for  its  own  foreign  relations,  this  Con- 
vention shall  cease  to  apply  to  the  territory  which  becomes  an  indepen- 
dent State,  as  from  the  date  on  which  it  becomes  independent. 

3.  When  the  whole  or  part  of  the  territory  of  another  State  is 
transferred  to  a  Contracting  State  the  Convention  shall  apply  to  the 
territory  so  transferred  as  from  the  date  of  the  transfer;  provided  that, 
if  the  territory  transferred  does  not  become  part  of  the  metropolitan 
territory  of  the  Contracting  State  concerned,  that  Contracting  State 
may,  before  or  at  the  time  of  the  transfer,  declare  by  notification 
to  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organization  that  the  Convention 
shall  not  apply  to  the  territory  transferred  unless  a  notification  is 
made  under  paragraph  3  of  Article  36. 

Article  38. 

The  Secretary  General  of  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organ- 
ization shall  give  notice  to  all  signatory  and  adhering  States  and  to  all 
States  members  of  the  Organization  or  of  the  United  Nations: 

(a)  0Î  the  deposit  of  any  instrument  of  ratification  or  adherence 
and  the  date  thereof,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
deposit,  and 

(h)  of  the  receipt  of  any  denunciation  or  of  any  declaration  or 
notification  made  under  Article  36  or  37  and  the  date  thereof, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  receipt. 
The  Secretary  General  of  the  Organization  shall  also  notify  these 
States  of  the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into  force  in  accord- 
ance with  paragraph  1  of  Article  33. 

Article  39. 

No  reservations  may  be  made  to  this  Convention. 

In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned  Plenipotentiaries,  having 
been  duly  authorized,  have  signed  this  Convention. 

DONE  at  Rome  on  the  seventh  day  of  the  month  of  October  of 
the  year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Fifty  Two  in  the  English, 
French  and  Spanish  languages,  each  text  being  of  equal  authenticity. 

This  Convention  shall  be  deposited  with  the  International  Civil 
Aviation  Organization  where,  in  accordance  with  Article  31,  it  shall 
remain  open  for  signature,  and  the  Secretary  General  of  the  Organi- 
ation  shall  send  certified  copies  thereof  to  all  signatory  and  adhering 
States  and  to  all  States  members  of  the  Organization  or  the  United 
Nations.

CHAP.  24. 


An  Act  respecting  the  Boundary  between  the  Provinces 
of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1955.] 

WHEREAS  the  Act  of  the  Parhament  of  the  United  Preamble. 
Kingdom  known  as  The  British  Columbia  Act,  1866, 
defines  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  as  a  line  extending  ''from  the  Boundary  of  the 
United  States  Northwards  by  the  Rocky  Mountains  and 
I  the  One  hundred  and  twentieth  Meridian  of  West  Long- 
itude", and  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  known  as 
the  Alberta  Act,  chapter  3  of  the  statutes  of  1905,  defines  the 
western  boundary  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  as  being  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia; 

And  whereas  by  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
known  as  The  Alberta-British  Columbia  Boundary  Act,  1932, 
the  boundary  line  between  the  Provinces  of  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia  from  the  boundary  of  the  United  States 
to  a  point  on  the  one  hundred  and  twentieth  meridian 
of  west  longitude  in  or  about  latitude  north  fifty-seven 
degrees,  tv/enty-six  minutes  and  forty  and  twenty-five  one 
hundredths  seconds  was  declared  to  be  the  boundary  line 
surveyed,  marked  and  laid  down  in  the  manner  referred  to 
in  the  preamble  of  that  Act  ; 

And  whereas  the  northerly  extension  of  the  boundary 
line  between  the  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia 
from  the  point  hereinbefore  described  to  the  sixtieth 
parallel  of  north  latitude  has  been  surveyed  and  marked 
on  the  ground  by  commissioners  appointed  for  the  purpose 
in  accordance  with  the  description  of  the  eastern  boundary 
of  British  Columbia  defined  in  The  British  Columbia  Act, 
1866,  which  boundary  line  as  so  surveyed  is  shown  upon 
twelve  map-sheets  signed  by  the  commissioners  and  of 
record  in  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys 
at  Ottawa; 
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And  whereas  the  legislatures  of  the  Provinces  of  Alberta 
and  British  Columbia  having  consented  thereto,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  boundary  line  so  surveyed  and  marked 
on  the  ground  be  declared  the  boundary  line  between  the 
Provinces  of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia  from  the  point 
hereinbefore  described  to  the  sixtieth  parallel  of  north 
latitude  ; 

Now  Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

Short  title.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Alberta- British  Columbia 

Boundary  Act,  1955.

2.  The  boundary  Une  surveyed  and  marked  on  the 
ground  by  commissioners  appointed  in  1950,  1952  and  1953 
to  delimit  the  boundary  between  the  Provinces  of  Alberta

Interpretation. 

2.  In  this  Act,  Definitions. 

(a)  '^agricultural  product"  means  livestock  (including  "Agricultural 
fur-bearing  animals  raised  in  captivity),  eggs,  poultry,  product." 
milk,  vegetables,  fruit,  honey  and  maple  syrup,  and 
products  thereof; 

(h )  ''analyst''  means  an  analyst  designated  for  the  -Analyst/" 
purposes  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  or  an  analyst 
employed  under  the  Government  of  Canada  or  the 
government  of  a  province  and  having  authority  to 
make  analyses  for  pubHc  purposes; 

(c)  "grade"  includes  standard;  "Grade."^ 

(d)  "grade  name"  includes  any  mark,  description  or -Grade 
designation  of  a  grade;  name." 

(e)  "grader"  means  a  person  appointed  or  designated  as  "Grader." 
a  grader  pursuant  to  section  7  ; 

(f  )  "inspector"  means  a  person  appointed  or  designated  "inspector." 
as  an  inspector  pursuant  to  section  7; 

(g)  "Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture;  "Minister  " 

(h)  "package"  means  an  inner  or  outer  receptacle  or  "Package." 
covering  used  for  containing,  packing,  wrapping  or 
covering  an  agricultural  product; 
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(i)  **place"  includes  any  vehicle,  vessel,  railway  car, 

or  aircraft;  and 
(j)  "prescribed"  means  prescribed  by  regulation  of  the 

Governor  in  Council.

Regulations.      3.  (1)  The  Govemor  in  Council  may  make  regulations 
establishing  grades  with  appropriate  grade  names  for  any 
class  of  agricultural  products  and,  without  limiting  the

(a)  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  and  the 
manner  in  which  agricultural  products  may  be  graded 
or  inspected  under  this  Part  ; 
(h )  without  limiting  the  generality  of  paragraph  (a), 
require,  as  a  condition  to  the  grading  or  inspection  of  an 
agricultural  product  under  this  Part,  that  it  be  prepared 
and  graded  in  an  establishment  that,  at  the  time  of  the 
preparation  or  grading  of  the  product, 

(i)  complied  with  prescribed  conditions,  and 

(ii)  was  registered  in  the  prescribed  manner, 

and  in  respect  of  which  the  prescribed  registration  fee 
was  paid; 

(c)  prescribe  fees  that  may  be  charged  for  the  grading 
or  inspection  of  agricultural  products;  and 

(d)  prescribe  the  sizes,  dimensions  and  other  specifica- 
tions of  packages  in  which  an  agricultural  product 
must  be  packed  and  the  manner  in  which  it  must  be 
packed  and  marked  as  a  condition  to  application  or  use 
of  the  name  of  a  grade  so  established. 

Prohibitions.      (2)  No  persou  shall 

(a)  sell,  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale  an 
agricultural  product  under  a  grade  name  established 
under  subsection  (1)  or  under  a  grade  name  or  other

(h)  apply  to  an  agricultural  product  or  to  a  package 
containing  an  agricultural  product  a  grade  name 
established  under  subsection  (1)  or  a  grade  name  or 
other  designation  so  closely  resembling  a  grade  name 
so  established  as  to  be  likely  to  be  mistaken  therefor, 
unless  the  agricultural  product  meets  the  requirements 
prescribed  for  the  grade,  has  been  graded  and  inspected 
as  required  by  the  regulations,  and  is  packed  and  marked 
in  prescribed  manner.

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  :

properties,  works,  interests,  powers,  rights  and  privi- 
leges incidental  to  those  so  entrusted  and  commonly 
used,  operated  and  enjoyed  in  connection  therewith;

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(iii)  all  companies  in  Canada  controlled  directly  or 
indirectly  by  the  National  Company  and  declared 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  be  comprised  in 
Canadian  National  Railways; 

(d)  "Her  Majesty"  means  Her  Majesty  in  right  of

(e)  "National  Company"  means  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  Company  continued  by  this  Act; 

(f  )  "National  Railways"  comprises  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment Railways,  Canadian  National  Railways  and  all 
the  companies,  not  in  Canada,  mentioned  or  referred 
to  in  the  First  Schedule;  and 

(g)  "telecommunication"  means  any  transmission,  emis- 
sion or  reception  of  signs,  signals,  writing,  images  or 
sounds  or  intelligence  of  any  nature  by  wire,  radio, 
visual  or  other  electromagnetic  system. 

Organization. 

3.  The  company  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Cana- 
dian National  Railway  Company  by  chapter  13  of  the 
statutes  of  1919,  the  company  formed  by  the  amalgamation 
of  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  and  The  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  and  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  Company  referred  to  in  chapter  33  of 
the  statutes  of  1932-33,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  to 
have  been  one  and  the  same  company,  and  the  said  company 
is  hereby  continued  under  the  name  of  Canadian  National 
Railway  Company. 

4.  (1)  The  capital  stock  of  the  National  Company 
consists  of  such  shares  as  are  specified  in  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  Capital  Revision  Act. 

(2)  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Governor  in  Council, 
all  capital  stock  of  the  National  Company  shall  be  issued 
to  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  shall  be  held  by  him  in  trust 
for  Her  Majesty. 

5.  The  head  office  of  the  National  Company  shall  be  at 
such  place  in  Canada  as  the  Governor  in  Council  determines. 

6.  (1)  Subject  to  this  Act,  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  National  Company  and  its  undertaking  are  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Directors. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Company 
shall  consist  of  seven  directors  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
Canadian  citizen. 

(3)  Each  director  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years,  but  a  director 
may  at  any  time  be  removed  for  cause. 
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(4)  A  director  whose  term  of  office  has  expired  remains  a  Expiration 
director  until  his  successor  is  appointed,  and  is  eligible  for 
re-appointment. 

(5)  No  stock  ownership  is  necessary  to  qualify  a  director.  Qualification 

(6)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  one  of  the  Chairman 
directors  of  the  National  Company  to  be  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors;  the  Chairman  shall  devote  his  whole 

time  to  the  performance  of  his  duties  and  except  as 
provided  in  section  11  shall  not  be  an  officer  nor  after  his 
appointment  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  become, 
otherwise  than  by  re-election,  a  director  of  any  company 
other  than  a  company  comprised  in  National  Railways  or  a 
company  owned  or  controlled  by  Her  Majesty  directly  or 
indirectly  by  stock  ownership  or  otherwise.

constituent  patent  or  order  in  council,  the  directors  and  the  Chairman

An  Act  to  amend  the  Customs  Act. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1955.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  r.s.,  c.  58, 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  iô53-«,  cs. 
follows  : 

1.  Section  18  of  the  Customs  Ad,  chapter  58  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952,  is  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 

"18.  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle  arriving  in  Dutyto. 

Canada,  other  than  a  railway  carriage,  and  every  person  ^^^^^ 

arriving  in  Canada  on  foot  or  otherwise,  shall 

(a)  come  to  the  Custom-house  nearest  to  the  point  at 
which  he  arrived  in  Canada,  or  to  the  station  of  the 
officer  nearest  to  such  point  if  that  station  is  nearer 
thereto  than  a  Custom-house; 
(h  )  before  unloading  or  in  any  manner  disposing  thereof, 
make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  collector  or  proper 
officer  at  such  Custom-house  or  station  of  all  goods  in 
his  charge  or  custody  or  in  the  vehicle  and  of  the 
fittings,  furnishings  and  appurtenances  of  the  vehicle 
and  any  animals  drawing  it  and  their  harness  and 
tackle,  and  of  the  quantities  and  values  of  such  goods^ 
fittings,  furnishings,  appurtenances,  harness  and  tackle; 
and 

(c)  then  and  there  truly  answer  all  such  questions  respect- 
ing the  articles  mentioned  in  paragraph  (h)  as  the 
collector  or  proper  officer  requires  of  him  and  make  due 
entry  thereof  as  required  by  law.

(2)  The  value  for  duty  shall  be  the  fair  market  value,  at 
the  time  when  and  place  from  which  the  goods  were  shipped 
to  Canada,  of  like  goods  when  sold  in  like  quantities  for 
home  consumption  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  under 
fully  competitive  conditions  and  under  comparable  condi- 
tions of  sale. 

(3)  When  the  value  for  duty  cannot  be  determined  under

(4)  Where  like  goods  are  not  sold  in  the  manner  described 
in  subsection  (2)  or  (3),  the  value  for  duty  shall  be  the 
fair  market  value,  at  the  time  when  and  place  from  which 
the  goods  were  shipped  to  Canada,  of  snnilar  goods  when 
sold  in  like  quantities  for  home  consumption  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  trade  under  fully  competitive  conditions  and 
under  comparable  conditions  of  sale. 

(5)  Where  like  goods  are  not  sold  in  the  manner  described 
in  subsection  (2)  or  (3)  and  the  value  for  duty  cannot  be 
determined  under  subsection  (4)  for  the  reason  that  similar 
goods  are  not  sold  under  comparable  conditions  of  sale,  the 
value  for  duty  shall  be  the  fair  market  value,  at  the  time 
when  and  place  from  which  the  goods  were  shipped  to 
^Canada,  of  similar  goods  when  sold  in  like  quantities  for 
Ihome  consumption  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  under 
fully  competitive  conditions. 

(6)  Wlien  the  value  for  duty  cannot  be  determined  under 
the  preceding  subsections  for  the  reason  that 

(a)  like  or  similar  goods  are  not  sold  for  use  or  con- 
sumption in  the  country  of  export,  or 
(b  )  there  is  no  established  market  in  the  country  of 
export  for  like  or  similar  goods, 
the  value  for  duty  of  the  goods  shall  be  such  value  as  the 
Minister  determines. 

(7)  Where  the  value  for  duty  cannot  be  determined  under 
the  preceding  subsections,  the  value  for  duty  shall  be  the 
actual  cost  of  production  of  like  or  similar  goods  at  the  date 
of  shipment  to  Canada  plus  a  reasonable  addition  for 
administration  costs,  selling  costs  and  profit. 

(8)  Where  the  value  for  duty  as  determined  under  the 
preceding  subsections  is  less  than  the  amount  for  which  the 
goods  were  sold  by  the  vendor  abroad  to  the  purchaser  in 
Canada,  exclusive  of  all  charges  thereon  after  their  shipment 
from  the  place  from  which  they  were  exported  direct  to 
Canada,  the  value  for  duty  shall  be  such  amount. 
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(9)  The  value  for  duty  of  imported  goods  shall  not  include 

the  amount  of  any  internal  tax  imposed  on  the  goods  within  excluded, 
the  country  of  origin  or  export  from  which  the  goods  have 
been  exempted  or  have  been  or  will  be  relieved  by  means  of 
refund  or  drawback. 

(10)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  order  that  import  Foreign 
duties  of  a  country  of  export  shall  be  disregarded,  in  whole  îh^ties* 
or  in  part,  in  estimating  the  value  for  duty  of  goods  of  any 

kind  imported  into  Canada  from  a  country  specified  in 
the  order. 

(11)  Notwithstanding  the  preceding  subsections,  where  charge  for 
the  Minister  is  of  opinion  that  the  value  for  duty  of  any  ^^^^^^^^ 
goods  determined  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  sub- 
sections includes  an  amount  that  represents  a  charge  for 
services,  the  Minister  may  reduce  the  value  for  duty  so 
determined  by  such  amount  as  he  considers  a  reasonable 
charge  for  such  services."

Fisheries  between  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1955.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Great  Lakes  Fisheries  short  title. 
Convention  Act. 

3.  In  this  Act  Definitions. 

(a)  "Commission''   means   the   Great   Lakes   Fishery  "Commis- 
Commission  established  under  the  Convention  ;  and  " 

(h )  "Convention''  means  the  Convention  on  Great  Lakes  '•Ck>nvention." 
Fisheries  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  set 
out  in  the  Schedule. 

3.  The  Convention  is  hereby  approved  and  confirmed.  Convention 

approved. 

4.  (1)  Notwithstanding  any  other  Act,  the  Governor  m  Regulations. 
Council  may  make  regulations  for  carrying  out  and  giving 

effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  and  anything 
done  by  the  Commission  thereunder. 

(2)  Every  person  who  violates  a  regulation  is  guilty  of  an  Offence  and 
offence  and  is  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  p®"^^^^- 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

5.  All  courts,  justices  of  the  peace  and  magistrates  in  Jurisdiction. 
Canada  have  the  same  jurisdiction  with  respect  to  offences 

under  the  regulations  as  they  have  under  sections  689  to  692 
of  the  Canada  Shipping  Act,  with  respect  to  offences  under 
that  Act,  and  the  provisions  of  those  sections  apply  to 
offences  under  the  regulations  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  they  apply  to  offences  under  the  Canada 
Shipping  Act. 
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Coming  into  6.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
fwce.  proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council  and  shall  continue 

in  force  until  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  proclamation  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  following  upon  the  termination  of  the 
Convention  and  no  longer.

The  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America, 

Taking  note  of  the  interrelation  of  fishery  conservation  problems 
and  of  the  desirability  of  advancing  fishery  research  in  the  Great  Lakes, 

Being  aware  of  the  decline  of  some  of  the  Great  Lakes  fisheries, 

Being  concerned  over  the  serious  damage  to  some  of  these  fisheries 
caused  by  the  parasitic  sea  lamprey  and  the  continuing  threat  which 
this  lamprey  constitutes  for  other  fisheries, 

Recognizing  that  joint  and  coordinated  efforts  by  Canada  and  the 
United  States  of  America  are  essential  in  order  to  determine  the  need 
for  and  the  type  of  measures  which  will  make  possible  the  maximum 
sustained  productivity  in  Great  Lakes  fisheries  of  common  concern. 

Have  resolved  to  conclude  a  convention  and  have  appointed  as 
their  respective  Plenipotentiaries: 

The  Government  of  Canada: 

Arnold  Danford  Patrick  Heeney,  Ambassador  Extraordinary 
and  Plenipotentiary  of  Canada  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  and 

Stewart  Bates,  Chairman  of  the  Delegation  of  Canada  to  the 

Great  Lakes  Fisheries  Conference;  and 
The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America: 

Walter  Bedell  Smith,  Acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 

States  of  America,  and 
William  C.  Herrington,  Chairman  of  the  Delegation  of  the 

United  States  of  America  to  the  Great  Lakes  Fisheries 

Conference, 

who,  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  respective  full  powers, 
found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  as  follows  : 

Article  L 

This  Convention  shall  apply  to  Lake  Ontario  (including  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  from  Lake  Ontario  to  the  forty-fifth  parallel  of  latitude) 
Lake  Erie,  Lake  Huron  (including  Lake  St.  Clair),  Lake  Michigan,  Lake 
Superior  and  their  connecting  waters,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''the 
Convention  Area".  This  Convention  shall  also  apply  to  the  tributaries 
of  each  of  the  above  waters  to  the  extent  necessary  to  investigate  any 
stock  of  fish  of  common  concern,  the  taking  or  habitat  of  which  is 
confined  predominantly  to  the  Convention  Area,  and  to  eradicate  or 
minimize  the  populations  of  the  sea  lamprey  ( Petromyzon  marinus  )  in 
the  Convention  Area. 


Part  i— 12 
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Article  II. 

1.  The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  establish  and  maintain  a  joint 
commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Great  Lakes  Fishery  Commission, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  *^the  Commission",  and  to  be  composed  of 
two  national  sections,  a  Canadian  Section  and  a  United  States  Section. 
Each  Section  shall  he  composed  of  not  more  than  three  members 
appointed  by  the  respective  Contracting  Parties. 

2.  Each  Section  shall  have  one  vote.  A  decision  or  recommendation 
of  the  Commission  shall  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  both 
Sections. 

3.  Each  Contracting  Party  may  establish  for  its  Section  an  advisory 
committee  for  each  of  the  Great  Lakes.  The  members  of  each  advisory 
committee  so  established  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  all  sessions  of 
the  Commission  except  those  which  the  Commission  decides  to  hold 
in  camera. 

Article  III. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission  and  at  every  second 
subsequent  annual  meeting  thereafter  the  members  shall  select  from 
among  themselves  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice-Chairman,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  office  from  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  at  which  he  has 
been  selected  until  the  close  of  the  second  annual  meeting  thereafter. 
The  Chairman  shall  be  selected  from  one  Section  and  the  Vice-Chairman 
from  the  other  Section.  The  offices  of  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman 
shall  alternate  biennially  between  the  Sections. 

2.  The  seat  of  the  Commission  shall  be  at  such  place  in  the  Great 
Lakes  area  as  the  Commission  may  designate. 

3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  a  regular  annual  meeting  at  such 
place  as  it  may  decide.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  and  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  designate. 

4.  The  Commission  shall  authorize  the  disbursement  of  funds  for 
the  joint  expenses  of  the  Commission  and  may  employ  personnel  and 
acquire  facilities  necessary  for  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

5.  The  Commission  shall  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  meetings  and  for  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  such 
financial  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary. 

6.  The  Commission  may  appoint  an  Executive  Secretary  upun  such 
terms  as  it  may  determine. 

7.  The  staff  of  the  Commission  may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Secretary  in  the  manner  determined  by  the  Commission  or  appointed 
by  the  Commission  itself  on  terms  to  be  determined  by  it. 

8.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall,  subject  to  such  rules  and  pro- 
cedures as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commission,  have  full  power  and 
authority  over  the  staff  and  shall  perform  such  functions  as  the  Com- 
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mission  may  prescribe.  If  the  office  of  Executive  Secretary  is  vacant, 
the  Commission  shall  prescribe  who  shall  exercise  such  power  or 
authority. 

Article  IV. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  following  duties  : 

(a)  io  formulate  a  research  program  or  programs  designed  to 
determine  the  need  for  measures  to  make  possible  the  maximum 
sustained  productivity  of  any  stock  of  fish  in  the  Convention 
Area  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  is  of  common 
concern  to  the  fisheries  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  of 
America  and  to  determine  what  measures  are  best  adapted 
for  such  purpose  ; 

(h  )  to  coordinate  research  made  pursuant  to  such  programs  and^ 
if  necessary,  to  undertake  such  research  itself  ; 

(c)  to  recommend  appropriate  measures  to  the  Contracting  Parties 
on  the  basis  of  the  findings  of  such  research  programs; 

(d)  io  formiulate  and  implement  a  comprehensive  program  for  the 
purpose  of  eradicating  or  minimizing  the  sea  lamprey  popu- 
lations in  the  Convention  Area;  and 

(e)  to  publish  or  authorize  the  publication  of  scientific  and  other 
information  obtained  by  the  Commission  in  the  performance 
of  its  duties. 

Article  V. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  duties  set  forth  in  Article  IV,  the  Com- 
mission may: 

(a)  conduct  investigations  ; 

(h  )  take  measures  and  install  devices  in  the  Convention  Area  and 
the  tributaries  thereof  for  lamprey  control;  and 

(c)  hold  public  hearings  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Article  VI. 

1.  In  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the  Commission  shall,  in  so  far 
as  feasible,  make  use  of  the  official  agencies  of  the  Contracting  Parties 
and  of  their  Provinces  or  States  and  may  make  use  of  private  or  other 
public  organizations,  including  international  organizations,  or  of  any 
person. 

2.  The  Commission  may  seek  to  establish  and  maintain  working 
arrangements  with  public  or  private  organizations  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  the  objectives  of  this  Convention. 

Article  VII. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  Commission  a  Contracting  Party  shall 
furnish  such  information  pertinent  to  the  Commission's  duties  as  is 
practicable.  A  Contracting  Party  may  establish  conditions  regarding 
the  disclosure  of  such  information  by  the  Commission. 
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Article  VIII. 

1.  Each  Contracting  Party  shall  determine  and  pay  the  expenses 
of  its  Section.  Joint  expenses  incurred  by  the  Commission  shall  be 
paid  by  contributions  made  by  the  Contracting  Parties.  The  form  and 
proportion  of  the  contributions  shall  be  those  approved  by  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  after  the  Commission  has  made  a  recommendation. 

2.  The  Commission  shall  submit  an  annual  budget  of  anticipated 
joint  expenses  to  the  Contracting  Parties  for  approval. 

Article  IX. 

The  Commission  shall  submit  annually  to  the  Contracting  Parties 
a  report  on  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  It  shall  make  recommendations 
to  or  advise  the  Contracting  Parties  whenever  it  deems  necessary  on 
any  matter  relating  to  the  Convention. 

Article  X, 

Nothing  in  this  Convention  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  any 
of  the  States  of  the  United  States  of  America  bordering  on  the  Great 
Lakes  or,  subject  to  their  constitutional  arrangements,  Canada  or  the 
Province  of  Ontario  from  making  or  enforcing  laws  or  regulations 
within  their  respective  jurisdictions  relative  to  the  fisheries  of  the  Great 
Lakes  so  far  as  such  laws  or  regulations  do  not  preclude  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Commission's  duties. 

Article  XL 

The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  enact  such  legislation  as  may  be 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 

Article  XIL 

The  Contracting  Parties  shall  jointly  review  in  the  eighth  year  of 
the  operation  of  this  Convention  the  activities  of  the  Commission  in 
relation  to  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  in  order  to  determine  the 
desirability  of  continuing,  modifying  or  terminating  this  Convention. 

Articj  e  XIII. 

1.  This  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and  the  instruments  of  rati- 
fication shall  be  exchanged  at  Ottawa. 

2.  This  Convention  shall  enter  into  force  on  the  date  of  the  exchange 
of  the  instruments  of  ratification.  It  shall  remain  in  force  for  ten  years 
and  shall  continue  in  force  thereafter  until  terminated  as  provided 
herein. 

3.  Either  Contracting  Party  may,  by  giving  two  years'  written 
notice  to  the  other  Contracting  Party,  terminate  this  Convention  at 
the  end  of  the  initial  ten-year  period  or  at  any  time  thereafter.

166  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952,  is  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

^'5.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  commission  Librarian, 
under  the  Great  Seal  appoint  a  Parliamentary  Librarian  to 
hold  office  during  pleasure. 

(2)  The  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  the  rank  of  a  deputy  R^nk  and 
head  of  a  department  and,  subject  to  section  3,  has  the  con-  duties, 
trol  and  management  of  the  Library. 

(3)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  commission  under  Associate 
the  Great  Seal  appoint  an  Associate  Parliamentary  ^t>rarian. 
Librarian  to  hold  office  during  pleasure  who,  in  addition

3.  (1)  No  person  shall  export  out  of  Canada,  or  send 
or  convey  from  one  province  to  another,  any  meat  product 
unless 

(a)  the  meat  product  was  prepared  in  an  establishment

(ii)  was  registered  and  operated  in  prescribed  manner; 

(b)  the  animal  from  which  the  product  was  derived 
(i  )  was  slaughtered  in  prescribed  manner,  and 

(ii)  was  inspected  as  prescribed  before  and  after 
slaughter  ; 

(c)  the  meat  product  is  packaged  and  marked  as  pre- 
scribed ;  and 

(d)  the  meat  product  conforms  to  prescribed  standards. 

(2)  No  person  shall  import  into  Canada  any  meat  product 
unless 

(a)  the  meat  product  is  packaged  and  marked  as  pre- 
scribed, 

(h  )  the  importer  has  obtained  and  produces  prescribed 

evidence  that  the  meat  product  conforms  to  prescribed 

standards,  and 
(c)  meat  products  of  the  class  or  kind  imported  are, 

under  the  laws  of  the  country  of  origin,  subject  to 

inspection  in  prescribed  manner. 

Regulations. 

4.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations

follows  : 

!•  Sections  110  to  120  of  the  Prisons  and  Reformatories 
Act,  chapter  217  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1952, 
are  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 


Industrial  Home  for  Boys. 

110.  Where  any  boy,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  trial,  appears  Boys  under 
to  the  court  to  be  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  is  convicted  i^y®^^- 
of  any  offence  for  which  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  a 
period  of  three  months  or  longer  may  be  imposed  upon  an 
adult  convicted  of  the  like  offence,  the  court  before  whom 
such  boy  is  convicted  may,  if  satisfied  that  a  due  regard 
for  the  material  and  moral  welfare  of  the  boy  manifestly 
requires  that  he  should  be  committed  to  the  Boys^  Industrial 
Home,  established  in  the  Province,  sentence  the  boy  to  be 
imprisoned  in  the  Boys'  Industrial  Home  for  such  term 
as  the  court  thinks  fit,  not  being  greater  than  the  term  of

"262.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  or  any  Apportion- 
other  Act,  the  Board  may  order  what  portion,  if  any,  of  the       of  cost 
cost  is  to  be  borne  respectively  by  the  company,  municipal  protection, 
or  other  corporation  or  person  in  respect  of  any  order  made 
by  the  Board  under  section  259,  260  or  261,  and  such  order 
is  binding  on  and  enforceable  against  any  railway  company, 
mimicipal  or  other  corporation  or  person  named  in  such 
order.''

"(7)  Where  the  whole  of  any  work  ordered  or  authorized 
by  the  Board  prior  to  the  date  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
subsection  in  respect  of  any  one  crossing  at  rail  level  was, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  completed  prior  to  that  date 
and  the  amount  to  be  applied  thereto  out  of  The  Railway 
Grade  Crossing  Fund  was  determined  by  the  Board  and  paid 
in  full  prior  to  that  date,  no  additional  amount  shall  be 
applied  by  the  Board  out  of  the  Fund  towards  the  cost  of 
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that  work,  and  where  any  work  so  ordered  or  authorized  was, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  only  partially  completed  prior 
to  that  date  or  was  wholly  completed  but  the  amount  to

WHEREAS,  the  Commissioners  are  the  owners  of  certain  railway 
tracks  situated  on  lands  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Commissioners  in 
the  Harbour  area  of  the  City  of  Toronto  for  the  serving  of  industries 
in  that  area,  and  which  said  Harbour  area  and  tracks  are  shown  on  the 
plans  attached  hereto  as  Schedule  "A"  to  this  agreement; 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  said  railway  tracks  have  deteriorated  to  a 
degree  that  they  are  no  longer  reasonably  fit  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  intended,  And  Whereas,  The  Commissioners  are  not 
possessed  of  sufficient  facilities  to  maintain  or  rehabilitate  the  said 
tracks,  And  Whereas,  all  switching  and  other  railway  movements 
over  the  said  tracks  and  any  extensions  thereof  have  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  carried  out  by  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific 
Company; 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  Commissioners  desire  to  make  provision  for 
the  rehabilitation,  maintenance  and  extension  of  the  said  railway  tracks 
and  to  provide  some  financial  return  to  the  Commissioners; 
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AND  WHEREAS,  the  Terminal  Railway  has  agreed  to  carry  uot 
certain  work  of  rehabilitation,  maintenance  and  extension  of  the  said 
railway  tracks  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners,  on  the  terms  as  herein- 
after set  forth; 

NOW  THEREFORE  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSETH 
that  the  parties  hereto  mutually  convenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  tracks  now  owned  by  the  Commissioners,  including  renewals 
of  such  tracks,  together  with  any  extensions  thereto  as  hereinafter 
referred  to,  remain  the  property  of  the  Commissioners. 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  the  Terminal  Rail- 
way will  perform  the  said  work  of  rehabilitation  of  the  existing  tracks^ 
except  private  sidings,  owned  by  the  Comjuissioners  in  the  said  Harbour 
area.  The  work  of  rehabilitation  shall  be  carried  out  over  the  period 
of  ten  (10)  years  next  following  the  effective  commencement  date  of 
this  agreement.  The  cost  of  rehabilitation  shall  approximate  but 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  $300,000.00  during  the  first  five  years  of 
the  said  period  and  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $500,000.00  during  the 
said  ten  year  period  unless  such  excess  over  the  said  sum  of  $500,000.00 
be  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  Commissioners  and  the  Terminal  Railway. 
A  general  programme  of  the  work  to  be  performed  over  the  said 
period  of  ten  years  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  Commissioners  and  the 
Terminal  Railway;  provided,  however,  that  the  Terminal  Railway 
may  at  its  discretion  reasonably  defer  or  advance  the  performance  of 
any  part  of  the  said  work. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  the  Terminal 
Railway  will  maintain  all  the  tracks,  except  private  sidings,  owned  by 
the  Commissioners  during  the  term  of  this  agreement  and  including 
therein  extensions  of  the  said  tracks  as  they  may  exist  from  time  to 
time.    For  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  the  terms  "extensions''  or 

track  extensions"  shall  include  additional  tracks  of  the  Commissioners 
in  excess  of  the  present  tracks  of  the  Commissioners  (except  private 
sidings)  in  the  said  Harbour  area.  Except  where  the  words  ''tracks  of 
the  Commissioners"  are  used  in  relation  to  rehabilitation  such  words 
shall  include  renewals  and  replacements  of  the  present  tracks  of  the 
Commissioners. 

4.  (1)  The  Terminal  Railway  will  set  up  in  its  books  an  account 
known  as  the  Commissioners^  Account'^  and  it  will  credit  such  account 
with  the  sum  of  $1.50  for  each  loaded  freight  car  moving  into  or  out  of 
the  Harbour  area,  or  such  other  sum  in  lieu  thereof  as  from  time  to 
time  may  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  this  agreement. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  the  term  ''loaded  freight  car" 
shall  mean  and  apply  to  a  freight  car  moving  into  or  out  of  the  said 
Harbour  area  for  which  movement  the  Railway  carrying  out  such 
movement  receives  revenue  but  shall  not  include  an  empty  or  loaded 
car  moving  into  or  out  of  the  said  Harbour  area  for  the  purpose  of  any 
work  of  maintenance  or  rehabilitation,  as  referred  to  in  this  agreement. 
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(2)  The  aforesaid  Account  will  be  debited  with  the  cost  of  the  work 
of  rehabilitation  and  maintenance,  which  cost  shall  inclu  le — 

(a)  the  cost  of  all  services,  work  performed  and  material  supplied 
for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  existing  tracks  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, except  private  sidings; 

(h  )  the  cost  of  all  services,  work  performed  and  material  supplied 
for  ordinary  day  to  day  maintenance  of  the  tracks  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  any  extensions  thereof,  except  private 
sidings,  existing  from  time  to  time  and  including  snow  and 
ice  removal; 

(c)  interest  on  any  monies  loaned  to  or  advanced  by  the  Terminal 
Railv/ay  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  at  the  rate 
of  four  percent  (4%)  per  annum  to  be  calculated  monthly  on 
the  last  day  of  each  month  during  the  term  of  this  agreement, 
and  such  interest  shall  be  calculated  upon  the  balance  of 
monies  loaned  to  or  advanced  by  the  Terminal  Railway  for 
such  purposes  as  aforesaid  as  of  the  said  last  day  of  each  month. 

5.  (1)  In  determining  the  costs  enumerated  in  sub-paragraph  (a) 
of  paragraph  4  (2)  the  following  formulae  shall  be  used: — 

Labour  furnished  by  the  Terminal  Railway — 

Actual  hourly  rates  of  pay,  plus  surcharges  authorized  by  Third 
Revised  Circular  No.  68  of  Railway  Association  of  Canada  or 
of  any  further  revisions  of  or  amendments  thereto. 

Labour  furnished  by  Contractors  and  work  performed  by  Contractors — 

In  accordance  with  usual  Railway  practices. 

Material  furnished  by  the  Terminal  Railway — 

(i)  New  and  partly  worn  materials  (except  ballast)  at  current 
market  price  f.o.b.  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners,  plus 
15  percent  of  such  price,  or  as  the  said  percentage  may  vary 
from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  Railway  practice; 

(ii)  Ballast — at  cost  to  the  Terminal  Railway  f.o.b.  tracks  of  the 
Commissioners; 

Other  services  furnished  by  the  Terminal  Railway — 

At  the  standard  rates  charged  by  the  National  Company  and 
the  Pacific  Company  against  other  Railways. 

Material  of  the  Conmiissioners  released — 

To  remain  the  property  of  the  Commissioners  and  upon  its 
release  to  be  removed  by  and  for  the  use  of  the  Commissioners 
to  a  point  where  the  same  does  not  interfere  or  obstruct  the 
movement  of  trains  or  persons  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Commissioners. 

(2)  In  determining  the  costs  enumerated  in  sub-paragraph  (b)  of 
clause  4  (2),  the  following  formulae  shall  be  used: 
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Labour  furnished  by  the  Terminal  Railway — 

Actual  hourly  rates  of  pay,  plus  surcharges  authorized  by 
Third  Revised  Circular  No.  68  of  Railway  Association  of 
Canada  or  of  any  further  revisions  of  or  amendments  thereto; 

Labour  furnished  by  Contractors  and  work  performed  by  Contractors — 
In  accordance  with  usual  Railway  practices  ; 

Material  furnished  by  the  Terminal  Railway — 

(i)  New  and  partly  worn  materials  (except  ballast)  at  current 
market  price  f.o.b.  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners,  plus  15 
percent  of  such  price,  or  as  the  said  percentage  may  vary  from 
time  to  time  in  accordance  with  Railway  practice; 

(ii)  Ballast — at  cost  to  the  Terminal  Railway  f.o.b.  tracks  of  the 
Comimissioners; 

Other  Services  furnished — 

At  the  standard  rates  charged  by  the  National  Company  and 
the  Pacific  Company  against  other  Railways. 

Material  of  the  Commissioners  released — 

Scrap  and  partly  worn  materials  upon  their  release,  to  be  sold 
by  the  Terminal  Railway  at  current  market  prices  and  the 
proceeds,  less  all  handling  costs,  to  be  credited  to  the  Com- 
missioners' Account. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  the  term  ' 'released''  shall  mean 
any  track  or  material  removed  from  its  then  use  or  location  and  not 
re-applied  in  the  work. 

6.  The  Commissioners  will  set  aside  those  lands  coloured  YELLOW 
as  shown  on  the  plans  attached  hereto  and  marked  Schedule  ^^A"  to 
this  agreement,  which  forms  part  of  this  agreement,  for  additional 
sorting  yard  space  or  additional  tracks  and  the  Commissioners  will 
reserve  and  make  available  such  lands  for  that  purpose. 

7.  Track  extensions  which  are  necessary  for  the  efficient  switching 
operations  to  be  carried  on  by  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific 
Company  in  the  Harbour  area,  shall  be  constructed  by  the  Terminal 
Railway  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  Commissioners  on  [lands  of  the 
Commissioners.  The  cost  of  the  labour  and  material  required  for 
the  construction  of  such  track  extensions  shall  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  the  Terminal  Railv/ay  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Terminal  Railway.  Before  commencing  any  work  in  connection  with 
such  track  extensions,  the  Terminal  Railway  will  submit  plans  to  the 
Commissioners.  If,  upon  receipt  of  the  said  plans,  the  Commissioners 
advise  the  Terminal  Railway  in  writing  that  they  do  not  consider  such 
extensions  to  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  question  of 
necessity  of  the  said  extensions  may  be  referred  to  arbitration  by  either 
party  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  16  hereof. 
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8.  The  Terminal  Railway,  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific 
Company  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  mmiicipal  taxes  on  any  of 
the  tracks  or  lands  of  the  Commissioners  used  in  connection  therewith 
pursuant  to  this  agreement  and  if  any  such  taxes  are  imposed  upon 
any  of  them  the  Commissioners  will  indemnify  the  said  Companies 
for  the  same.  The  said  Companies  shall  notify  the  Commissioners 
forthwith  and  in  writing  if,  and  when,  assessment  notice  is  dehvered 
to  them  of  an  assessment  made  against  them  with  respect  to  any  such 
taxes  as  aforesaid,  and  the  Commissioners  may,  at  their  discretion  and 
in  the  names  of  said  Companies,  dispute  the  correctness  or  lawfulness 
of  any  such  taxes  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said 
Companies  from  any  cost,  penalty  or  expense  occasioned  by  such 
dispute. 

9.  The  parties  hereto  expressly  agree  that  neither  this  agreement 
nor  anything  done  pursuant  thereto  shall  create  any  obligation  or 
duty  whatsoever  in  the  Terminal  Railway,  the  Pacific  Company  or  the 
'National  Company  in  connection  with  the  construction,  maintenance  or 
the  cost  of  any  grade  separation,  protective  device  or  appliance  or 
any  other  means  of  protection  on  or  at  any  road,  street  or  highway 
crossed  by  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners,  including  any  extensions 
or  renewals  thereof. 

10.  The  relocation  of  any  tracks  required  by  the  Commissioners, 
the  City  of  Toronto  or  other  lawful  authority,  either  for  the  develop- 
ment of  Harbour  facilities  or  to  accommodate  industries  in  the  Harbour 
area  or  for  the  purpose  of  the  repair,  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration  or  diversion  of  any  road  or  highway  in  the  Harbour  area, 
shall  be  performed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Terminal  Raily/ay,  upon  the 
written  request  of  the  Commissioners,  upon  lands  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Commissioners,  and  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  Commissioners. 

11.  The  Commissioners  will  continue  to  enter  into  siding  agree- 
ments with  industries  in  the  Harbour  area  and  at  the  written  request  of 
the  Commissioners  the  Terminal  Railway  will  re-construct  and  main- 
tain private  sidings  existing  at  the  date  hereof  and  will  construct  and 
maintain  future  private  sidings  at  such  written  request.  The  cost  of 
all  such  re-construction,  construction  and  maintenance  will  be  paid 
by  the  Commissioners  upon  receipt  of  accounts  from  the  Terminal 
Railway.  For  the  purpose  of  this  agreement,  private  sidings  will  be 
deemed  to  commence  at  the  point  of  the  switch  connecting  the  said 
private  sidings  with  other  tracks  of  the  Conamissioners  and  'being  other 
than  a  private  siding  or  sidings. 

12.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  railway  operations, 
including  switching  movements,  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners, 
and  any  extensions  thereof,  including  private  sidings,  will  continue  to 
be  carried  on  exclusively  by  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific 
Company,  and  the  Commissioners  expressly  consent  to  the  Terminal 
Railway,  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific  Company  operating 
over  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners,  including  any  renewals  or 
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extensions  thereof,  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement.  The  Terminal 
Railway,  the  National  Company  and  the  Pacific  Company  agree  that 
no  interswitching  charge  will  be  made  against  any  industry  in  the 
Harbour  area.  Provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  that  The  Board 
of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  or  other  lawful  body  orders 
or  authorizes  switching  charges  over  and  above  those  now  generally 
in  effect,  in  the  Toronto  area,  such  switching  charges  may  be  imposed 
by  the  appropriate  Railway. 

13.  The  parties  hereto  and  each  of  them  will,  at  the  request  of 
any  one  of  them,  make  or  will  join  with  the  party  making  the  request  in 
making  such  application  as  that  party  may  consider  necessary  to  the 
Parhament  of  Canada  or  to  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  or  other  authorities  to  authorize  or  validate  the  construction, 
rehabilitation,  maintenance,  reconstruction,  extension  or  operation 
of  the  tracks  of  the  Commissioners  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
agreement  or  otherwise  to  enable  the  provisions  of  this  agreement  to 
be  carried  out. 

14.  The  total  obligation  of  the  Terminal  Railway  with  respect 
to  the  work  of  maintenance  and  rehabilitation  as  herein  referred  to  is 
limited  to  the  amount  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  credited  to  the 
Commissioners'  Account.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  imposition  of  the  charge  of  $1.50  for  each  loaded  freight 
car,  as  referred  to  in  paragraph  4  hereof,  is  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  cost  of  the  work  of  maintenance  and  of  rehabilitation  and  to  provide 
for  a  reasonable  return  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  trackage  invest- 
ment, which  investment  at  the  date  hereof  is  estimated  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  amount  to  $720,000.00.  It  is  further  understood  that  the 
only  charge  to  be  made  directly  or  indirectly  against  the  Terminal 
Railway,  the  Pacific  Company  or  the  National  Company  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  agreement  as  the  same  may  be  revised  from 
time  to  time  in  accordance  with  paragraph  18  hereof,  and  arising 
directly  or  indirectly  out  of  the  use  of,  operation  upon  or  any  work 
done  in  relation  to  the  said  tracks  of  the  Commissioners,  or  any  extens- 
ions thereof,  (including  private  sidings)  or  any  lands  or  facilities 
relating  thereto  by  the  Terminal  Railway,  the  Pacific  Company  or  the 
National  Company,  shall  be  the  said  charge  based  upon  the  same 
principle  as  referred  to  in  this  paragraph  14.  In  the  event  that  the 
actual  or  estimated  amount  derived  or  to  be  derived  from  the  said 
charge  and  credited  to  the  Commissioners'  Account  be  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  anticipated  cost  of  rehabilitation  as  well  as  the  cost  of 
maintenance  in  accordance  with  the  programme  and  expenditures  as 
referred  to  in  paragraph  2  hereof,  the  Terminal  Railway  will,  in  order  to 
expedite  the  work  of  rehabilitation,  make  every  reasonable  effort  to 
secure  loans  or  advances  to  the  Terminal  Railway  from  the  National 
Company  and  the  Pacific  Company  in  order  that  the  cost  of  rehabihta- 
tion  in  excess  of  immediate  income  derived  from  the  said  charge  and 
not  used  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance  be  temporarily  met  by  such 
loans  or  advances  as  above.    Any  and  all  income  received  from  the 
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imposition  of  the  said  charge  of  $1.50  or  such  other  sum  in  lieu  thereof 
as  from  time  to  time  may  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  applied,  first,  to  the  payment  of  interest  (as  referred 
to  in  paragraph  4  hereof)  upon  such  advances  or  loans,  secondly,  to 
debit  items  of  cost,  as  referred  to  in  paragraphs  4  (2)  (h  )  and  5  (2) 
hereof,  thirdly,  to  debit  items  of  cost  as  referred  to  in  paragraphs 
4  (2)  (a)  and  5  (1)  hereof,  and  fourthly,  to  the  principal  of  any  such 
loans  or  advances. 

The  Terminal  Railway  will  take  full  advantage  of  all  discounts 
offered  for  cash  payments  for  materials  purchased  by  it  for  use  in  or 
about  the  work  to  be  done  by  it  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

The  Terminal  Railway  will  furnish  to  the  Commissioners  at  the 
end  of  each  year  a  statement  showing  the  amounts  credited  and  debited 
to  the  Commissioners'  Account  and  if  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  is  a 
credit  or  debit  balance  the  same  shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  next 
year.  The  Commissioners  will  not  at  any  time  be  called  upon  to  pay 
any  debit  balance  in  the  said  Account. 

The  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right  not  more  often  than 
once  in  each  calendar  year  upon  reasonable  written  notice  to  the 
Terminal  Railway  to  have  an  audit  made  of  the  books  of  account  and 
records  kept  or  intended  to  be  kept  by  the  Terminal  Railway  for  the 
purposes  of  this  agreement  and  all  records  and  accounts  pertaining 
thereto,  v/hich  audit  may  be  made  by  the  Auditor  for  the  time  being 
of  the  Commissioners  or  some  other  Chartered  Accountant  or  firm 
of  Chartered  Accountants  in  good  standing,  all  at  the  cost  and  expense 
of  the  Commissioners.  The  Terminal  Railway  covenants  and 
agrees  to  produce  such  books  and  records  and  supply  such  information 
and  answer  such  questions  as  may  be  reasonably  asked  by  the  Auditors 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in  respect  of  such  audit. 

15.  In  the  event  that  at  the  end  of  ten  years  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  agreement  there  is  a  credit  balance  in  the  Commissioners' 
Account  after  deducting  therefrom  the  various  charges  and  debit  items 
heretofore  referred  to  in  this  agreement,  such  credit  balance  shall  then 
be  paid  to  the  Conamissioners,  and  in  the  event  that  at  that  time  a 
debit  balance  exists,  such  balance  shall  be  carried  forward  in  the  said 
Account  and  such  credit  and  debit  balances  shall  be  similarly  dealt 
with  at  the  end  of  each  five  year  period  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
period  of  ten  years. 

16.  Any  dispute  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the  interpretation 
of  this  Agreement  or  as  to  any  matter  or  thing  herein  contained  or 
as  to  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  parties  arising  therefrom  which 
cannot  be  settled  by  agreement,  may  be  referred  by  either  party  on 
notice  in  writing  to  the  other  for  arbitration  to  The  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  for  Canada,  whose  decision  shall  be  final;  PROVIDED, 
however,  that  if  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada 
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declines  to  arbitrate  in  such  dispute,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  a  single 
arbitrator  under  the  Arbitration  Act  of  Ontario,  from  whose  award 
there  may  be  an  appeal  as  provided  in  the  said  Act. 

17.  The  Terminal  Railway,  the  National  Company  and  the 
Pacific  Company  each  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Commissioners  from  all  legal  liability  for  damages  caused  by  its 
negligence  or  by  the  negligence  of  its  servants. 

18.  This  Agreement  shall  come  into  force  at  12.01  a.m.,  Eastern 
Standard  Time,  on  the  1st.  day  of  November,  1954. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  ten  (10)  years  from  the  effective  date 
hereof  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  five  year  period  thereafter, 
unless  this  Agreement  be  sooner  cancelled  by  mutual  consent  of  the 
parties,  the  parties  may,  by  mutual  consent,  amend  the  items  to  be 
charged  and  credited  to  the  Commissioners'  Account  and  failing  mutual 
consent  as  to  any  proposed  amendment,  such  amendment  to  the  items 
to  be  charged  and  credited  to  the  Commissioners'  Account  may  be 
fixed  by  arbitration.  PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  that  any  party 
hereto  which  desires  to  effect  any  such  amendment  shall  so  notify  the 
other  party  in  writing  not  later  than  six  months  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  then  current  ten  year  period  or  five  year  period,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  such  notice  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  matter  which  it 
is  desired  to  amend.  Except  as  to  cancellation  by  mutual  consent  and 
amendments  made  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph  this  Agreement 
shall  continue  in  perpetuity. 

19.  It  is  agreed  that  time  shall  be  of  the  very  essence  of  this 
Agreement  and  no  extension  of  time  for  making  any  payment  or  doing 
any  act  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  waiver  or  modification  of, 
or  affect  this  provision. 

20.  This  Agreement  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto,  respectively. 
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IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  parties  hereto  have  executed  these 
presents.

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An  Act  to  amend  the  Veterans  Benefit  Act,  1954. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1955.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  1953-54, 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  ^* 
as  follows: 

1.  Section  8  of  the  Veterans  Benefit  Act,  1954,  chapter 
65  of  the  statutes  of  1953-54,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto, 
immediately  after  subsection  (1)  thereof,  the  following 
subsection  :

(2)  An  insured  person  is  not  disqualified  under  this  section 
if  he  proves  that 

(a)  he  is  not  participating  in,  or  financing  or  directly 
interested  in  the  labour  dispute  that  caused  the  stoppage

(b  )  he  does  not  belong  to  a  grade  or  class  of  workers 
that,  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  the 
stoppage,  included  members  who  were  employed  at 
the  premises  at  which  the  stoppage  is  taking  place 
and  are  participating  in,  financing  or  directly  interested 
in  the  dispute. 

(3)  Where  separate  branches  of  work  that  are  conmionly 
carried  on  as  separate  businesses  in  separate  premises  are 
carried  on  in  separate  departments  on  the  same  premises, 
each  department  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section, 
be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  factory  or  workshop. 

64.  An  insured  person  is  disqualified  from  receiving

(b  )  from  the  maximum  benefits  prescribed  by  section 
48  or  53,  as  the  case  may  be. 

66.  No  person  who  has  become  entitled  to  receive  uiness. 
benefit  and  subsequently,  while  he  otherwise  continues  to 
be  so  entitled,  becomes  incapable  of  work  by  reason  of 
illness,  injury  or  quarantine,  is  disqualified  from  receiving 
benefit  by  reason  only  of  such  illness,  injury  or  quarantine, 
but  an  insured  person  who  has  lost  his  employment  or 
has  ceased  to  work  by  reason  of  illness,  injury  or  quarantine 
is  disqualified  from  receiving  benefit  for  the  duration  of 
the  illness,  injury  or  quarantine.
